WE have the honour to transnait our Thirteenth Report upon the Prisons of 
Ireland, containing a General Statement of the progress of Prison Discipline in 
Ireland, as well as a Special Report upon the State of each Gaol, pursuant 
to 7 Geo. 4, c. 74, s. 7. 

We also subjoin to our Report and Appendix, a List of all Prisons in 
Ireland, Tables of Lunatics, Gaol Accommodation, Expenditure of Gaok and 
Bridewells, Work and Schools; together with the usual Summary Statement of 
Crime for Seven Years, ending December 1834. 

In the commencement of our Report we have explained the causes of the few 
remaining deficiencies in the work of building adequate Prisons throughout 
Ireland, and in the introduction of the most approved system of Prison Discipline, 
which we confidently trust will prove satisfactory to His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant.

COUNTY GAOLS. 

W E had every reason to hope, that before the expiration of the 13th year 
since our appointment, we should have been enabled to report that the 
erection of adequate Gaols, and the introduction of Uniformity of system in their 
government would have been completed : such would have been the case had we 
equally succeeded in impressing all counties with the importance of the subject, 
and met from all equal co-operation. On the whole, we have reason to be thankful 
forwhat has been done ; the buildings have been completed except in two counties ; 
and so far as regards the order and cleanliness of the Gaols, the allowances to 
prisoners, aud humane and mild treatment, a striking change is to be seen in eve?y 
part of our inspection. 

It is still, however, only in a certain proportion of the counties, that prison dis- 
cipline has attained, or even aimed at its highest objects, by which alone it can 
produce results beneficial to the public or to the persons confined, and by which 
imprisonment can answer the intentions of the Legislature, and act as an effective 
and salutary system of secondary punishment; nor can this be accomplished as 
a national object until the local authorities in all parts of Ireland can be brought 
to adopt the same intelligent view of the principles upon which the present laws 
relating to prisons are founded, and until every Gaol becomes a scene of moral 
government and active industry. These laws provide for every thing that is neces- 
sary, but in order to be beneficial, they must be wholly and not partially acted 
upon : they, in the first instance, provide for the adequate accommodation and 
healthful support of the prisoners \ these, however, afford but the means by which 
the corrective parts of the system can be afterwards introduced. And if improve- 
ment stops after these means are provided, not only are the great objects of the 
Legislature unfulfilled, but it becomes a question whether more evil than good 
has been effected — a question which has not only been raised, but has excited 
a great deal of lukewarmness on the subject of, if not opposition to, improve- 
ment in our Prisons. For this feeling too much ground is unfortunately afforded 
in many of our Gaols : good buildings and allowances, order and cleanliness', 
contain neither the elements of punishment or of reformation ; therefore, when 
impnsonment is contemplated as a salutary system of secondary punishment, it is 
absurd to suppose that punishment' is to consist in the association of criminals in 
a stale of ease and comfort and of total idleness. The ample and liberal provision 
made by tbe Prison Act to support a contrary system, as well as the Reports of 
the Committee on Secondary Punishment submitted to Parliament, prove that the 
best principles of moral government are assumed to be in operation in all places 
in which tbe sentence of the law to imprisonment is to be carried into effect ; that 
the prisoners committed under that sentence are assumed to be at once received 
into a scene of industry and instruction, calculated to afford every moral advantage 
from it, and to be placed under the care and superintendence of officers qualified 
to act as intelligent moral functionaries, and zealously interested in their welfare 
114. A 3 and 
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and improvement. Such ought to be the case, and where it is not the case th 
defects of the system are as contrary to law as they are to right feelino' and rec 
to the public good. ® 

To this subject we are most anxious to draw the public attention; we ther 
fore commence our Report with it. We consider the present moment as mS/ 
critical with respect to the complete success of prison discipline in Ireland The 
prisons have universally attained to a certain point ; all gross immoralities and 
abuses, all cruel treatment, all causes of complaint on the part of those confined 
have disappeared ; our struggle is now of another nature ; our exertions are not 
now dirfected to assert the rights of the prisoners, but to protect the interests of 
the public, who, under the provisions of the Prison Act, are entitled to a return 
for the expenses of a Gaol in the profitable employment of all prisoners, and who 
expect to see effects produced by the moral influence of the system of discipline 
which will tend to the diminution of crime. If a half system is established of 
which we have too much reason to complain ; if the comforts of the prisoners 
alone are consulted, it is too much to be apprehended that such treatment mav 
lead to a disregard of the punishment of imprisonment, and to the increase of 
crime. If, on the contrary, the whole scope of the law is embraced, the higher 
objects of discipline will act as a complete corrective, as nothing can be presented 
to the mind of a licentious criminal more formidable and revolting than a system 
of strict order and routine, accompanied by solitude by night and constant labour 
(with, as far as practicable, a rule of total silence) by day. 

In these views we have not only the support of the law, which peremptorily 
requires their being carried into effect, but of every high authority from which 
official reports or private treatises on the subject have been published, together with 
that of the local authorities in all those counties which have complied with the 
Prison Act. We have in favour of the system the testimony of every prison 
officer in those counties in which it has been tried, •nohose slices are of any mine 
as well as of every intelligent and disinterested individual who has witnessed its 
effects, and has been thereby led to give fair consideration to the subject. We 
have had the candid acknowledgment of respectable magistrates, that they had 
entered into discussion with us determined to oppose our view, and had been led 
from conviction to afford to us every aid and support. 

We are now enabled to report, that out of 42 County and City Gaols, 
and Houses of Correction, 15 may be placed in our First Class; viz., those 
who have embraced the whole system prescribed by the Prison Act, and 
afford to us every satisfaction. In this class of Gaols, the Boards of Superin- 
tendence fulfil their important duties, according to the full spirit of the 
Act. A variety of trades are introduced, and it would be impossible for any 
candid visitor to pass through the work-rooms, schools and other departments in 
such prisons, without acknowledging that a most important moral system, is going 
forward, and that the result must be beneficial to the order and peace of the 
county. In the Second Class, 13 in number, the progress towards the same system 
has more or less advanced. In this class, the work of the male prisoners is 
chiefly confined to stone-breaking; this description of work is in some cases 
carried on with such spirit as to produce an important return to the county for the 
expense of the support of prisoners. It however communicates no skill by which 
a prisoner is enabled to earn future livelihood, either at home or in the event of 
emigration, in which latter case any degree of knowledge of a trade has been 
found to be most advantageous. In the remaining Third Class, 14 in number, 
whether from the effect of erroneous impressions, inactive Boards of Superintend- 
ence, inadequate officers, or the evil influence of interested individuals or their 
friends, or from whatever other cause, the reform which has taken place is con- 
fined to order and cleanliness, and the supply of legal allowances to the prisoners. 
In the universal advance, even to this extent, we see the good effect of a national 
^stem, as established in Ireland ; were it not for such a system, and for its public 
inspections and reports, these prisons would probably be now in the condition in 
which we saw them in 1821 : but such an extent of reform falls very short of the 
objects for which that system was introduced in this country. And however the 
good effect produced by the removal of positive abuses may counterbalance any 
supposed evil arising from the comfort of Gaols, it is not extraordinary that the 
iat^r apprehension should be entertained, where the attractive, without the cor- 
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rective, parts of a system are adopted, and where comfort and idleness are both 
enjoyed. 

We earnestly urge the consideration of this subject upon the Grand Jurors and 
Magistrates of those counties in which the Gaols come within the latter descrip- 
tion and shall make it the chief object of our future exertion to remove these 
distinctions, and to bring all County Gaols into the state of those in our first 
class. 

To remove discouraging impressions, and to encourage effort, we offer the 
following results of our past experience : 

1st. We have known no instance of failure where the experiment has been 
fairly tried, and particularly in which the Board have persevered in their own 
attendance, and have resisted (so far as was reasonably practicable) every attempt 
to appoint or to retain unqualified officers. This latter is, in some cases, a deli- 
cate and painful duty ; private interests ought not to be too lightly sacrificed, and 
any arrangements which may interfere wit£ them, but which the public service 
may render necessary, should be carried into effect with discretion and moderation, 
and arranged with every possible endeavour to avoid injury to individuals ; but it 
is our duty explicitly to declare, that a principal impediment to improvement has 
been a too great readiness to sacrifice the public to private interests, and to 
oppose reforms which would expose want of efficiency in those whose duty it 
would be to conduct them. To the influence and suggestions of such officers 
and their supporters, we much attribute the common-place arguments against 
manufactures in Gaols (though limited to Gaol consumption), against the safety 
of stone-breaking and other works, from the danger of placing hammers and 
other instruments in the hands of prisoners (thereby asserting the principle, that, 
idle and neglected criminals are less to be feared than the same number under 
constant control, and at work with their necessary implements of labour), against 
the practicability of procuring mean.? of employment in certain places, &c. &c. 
Such influences and such arguments are naturally to be expected. It is obvious, 
that an active and comprehensive system requires active and qualified officers : 
unless the Governor of a Gaol in particular is of that description, it is with 
great difficulty that good bye-laws can be acted upon ; even in some cases in 
which this glaring defect has been obviated, and the want of an efficient Governor 
compensated by the vigour of Boards and Inspectors, with good subordinate 
officers, we have seen in the Governor a cypher, whose situation was truly awk- 
ward and painful to himself, and who was standing in the way of every move- 
ment in the establishment; it cannot then be wondered at, that when improve- 
ments are likely to place officers (probably of good character) in. such a situation, 
they should be in every way evaded. We have in all instances used every rea- 
sonable endeavour to protect the interests of officers of good character, and we 
are induced to dwell on this subject, more with a view to defeat the opposition 
wliich may be raised on their account, and to affect future appointments, than to 
recommend the removal of those now in office. 

2d. There has been no instance of retrogading in any County Gaol in which 
tlie best system has been once organized ; we have, indeed, but two instances in 
which Gaols are now in a lower state of discipline than they had at any former 
time attained. The cause in each of these instances has been the loss of a good 
Governor, but neither of these two were in our first class of prisons. Every 
Gaol which has introduced the whole system has retained it; and in every county 
in which, these Gaols are situated, the sentiments of the county at large have 
become most favourable to, the modern system of prison discipline ; and the 
Grand Juries are sensible of its value, and ready to support it 

3d. The number of examples of prisons conducted on the best principles has 
increased lately, and is increasing. These examples will add the best description 
of new arguments to induce other Gaols to aim at the same object: what can be 
done in one county can be done in another; the comparative advantages of one, 
and disadvantages of another, arising from local situation, are much overrated ; 
the circumstances of our best County Gaols are in that respect much diversified ; 
the success or failure of the system depends on the degree of. zeal and energy of 
those who have the control, particularly of the Governor of the Gaol. With these 
convictions firmly, fixed in our minds, we are now in communication with some 
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counties in which we have heard every argument which could be raised a«ainst 
the possibility of success, and wlio are now actively endeavouring to estal^isU a 
profitable and working system, and with every prospect of introducing it with 
full effect. 



4th. Amongst the objections raised against the modern system of prison dis- 
cipline, is the expense supposed to be incurred thereby ; this is a charge capable 
of a complete refutation. We have taken from the table of expenditure in our 
Appendix the average number of prisoners and total expenditure of the Gaols, 
separated into three classes as before enumerated, and from this and other docu- 
ments we subjoin the following statement, viz. :

BRIDEWELLS. 

ON the subject of Bridewells, we have but few observations to make. The 
buildings are nearly completed, and there having been no branch of the prison 
department so deficient in what common humanity demanded on our first 
acquaintance with them, there is none in which the improvements have been 
more satisfactory. The whole of the buildings, with a few exceptions, are new; 
they are furnished according to law, and by the provisions of the 95 ^“ section^ ot 
the Prison Act, by which the supply of good bedding, fuel, &c. to them is carried 
on through our office, every needful supply is afforded to the prisoners. 

We have often observed in our Reports, that the success or failure of the 
Bridewell system depends upon the Boards of Superintendence, and, conse- 
quently, these prisons differ in their comparative state, not as singly compared, but 
as compared by counties. In a county in which the Board fulfil the duties 
imposed upon them by the Prison Act (section 2), and take the Bridewells under 
their immediate care, they are easily kept in order. In those where, on the otber 
hand, the Board do not act, the whole system is left to chance. One Bridewell m 
a county may be better or worse than another, but no Bridewell can arrive at sue 
a state as to bear comparison with those in the weU regulated counties. 

In this respect the county of Cork, which contains 15 Bridewells, stands 
unrivalled; and the Board of Superintendence of that county have 
important public service, by proving, after +he experience of many years, t a 
this system (on the largest scale) can be can.ed on with complete success. 1 
state of their Bridewells is admirable; it is every thing that the law pr - 
scribes ; while the system of economy is so strict, that the cost of P 

head in this class of prisons does not exceed half of what it averages ® . 
counties. The system is taken up in some other counties, and is progressiv , 
but is as yet brought into complete operation but in one 
which there are but three prisons of this class, viz. the Queen’s y» 
Bridewells in which arein a state of the highest order, and systematically s 
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The nature of the system of discipline which we recommend will be explained 
annexino- a copy of the rules established in some of the counties. It may, 
h vever be necessary to explain, that a County Bridewell is a detached por- 
of the sheriff’s County Gaol, the keeper in charge being one of his 
*ffi”cers appointed by him. The authority of the Board of Superintendence 
Ltends to every description of Prison in the county (7 Geo. 4, c. 74, s. 2). 
Their control over the discipline of the Bridewells is, therefore, as decided as 
that of the County Gaol ; the keepers are, therefore, subject to all the regu- 
lations of the Board respecting training, mode of conducting duty, &c., and are 
liable to be employed by them either in the County Gaol or in any Bridewell ; 
the changing the scene of duty being precisely similar in principle to that of 
chano'ing turnkeys from one class or duty in the County Gaol to another, as 
circumstances may render it expedient. 

RULES FOR COUNTY BRIDEWELLS. 

j keeper to be employed in the Bridewells of whose character and quali- 

fications for the performance of his important duties the Board of Superinten- 
dence have not received satisfactory certificates. 

2.— Every keeper to reside in the Bridewell, and no other person to be per- 
mitted to reside therein, except the wife and children of the keeper, without the 
special leave of the Board. 

Every Bridewell-keeper is responsible that the following documents shall 

be all posted in the. prison : 

1st. Rules and regulations of the King’s Bench, 

2d, Extracts from the Prison Act. 

3d. A list of all the resident inmates of the house. 

4th. A copy of these regulations. 

Each of these documents to be posted on a board, and preserved in good 
order. 

4. —The keeper to fill up a copy of each quarterly return in the “ Quarterly 
Return Book,” to be kept in the prison for the inspection of all authorized 
visitors -y and to transmit a copy of his quarterly return to the Board every 
quarter. 

5. — The Rules and Regulations of the Court of King’s Bench to be strictly 
observed, particularly Rules 2 and 3 ; on a due attention to which the expense of 
these prisons must materially depend. 

d.— Rule 5 of the Court of King’s Bench to be particularly attended to, and 
every return of repairs, &c., when signed by the Inspector-general, to be trans- 
mitted with the estimate, without dmay, to the Board, in order that the neces- 
sary presentments may be prepared by them, and, if approved, be laid before the 
Grand Jury. 

7. —AU breakage of windows and other damages occasioned by neglect or 
violence, to be charged to the salary of the keeper, subject to his appeal to the 
Board. 

8. — The following rates of salaries are decided upon by the Board, and recom* 
mended to the Grand Jury.

The allowances for straw, candles, and fuel for prisoners, are regulated by Act 
of Parliament. 
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9. — The following qualifications are considered necessary in the keeper of 

every Bridewell : ^ 

1st. Habits of cleanliness in his family, and in the Prison. 

2d. To be able to write a good hand, to keep accounts, and to fill his own 
returns. 

3d. To prove, on examination, that he perfectly understands the rules and 
regulations, extracts from the Act, and other documents required to 
be kept in the Prison. 

10. — Every new appointed keeper is to be sent to the County Gaol, where he 
will he placed as a supernumerary turnkey, and must receive a certificate from the 

, local inspector, that he is competent to the discharge of his duty previous to his 
taking the Bridewell in charge. 

11. --Keepers afe all to attend on the Board in the county town, twice in each 
year, when their lists of furniture and other things in their charge is to be sub- 
mitted and examined, and deficiencies supplied. Keepers are liable, in case of 
neglect of duty or incompetence, to be remanded to the County Gaol for further 
training, or to be removed to any other Bridewell. 

12. — Any drunken or disorderly person who is committed, is to be placed in 
a cell, without any furniture or bedding, with straw, until sober, and restored to 
a state of order : a cell is to be kept without a bedstead for this use. 

13. — The member of the Board of Superintendence resident nearest to each 
Bridewell is considered as peculiarly in charge of such Bridewell, and the Board 
will rely on him for the superintendence thereof, and for such information con- 
cerning it as they may require. 

14. — Care to be taken that no stalls or buildings are erected against the boun- 
dary walls of Bridewells ; any space outside the walls, which is the property of 
the county, is always to remain unoccupied. 

15. — Doubts having arisen as to the reception or discharge of prisoners com- 
mitted or proposed to be discharged by the Police Establishment, keepers are in 
future to confine any person given by tne police into their custody, without re- 
quiring a regular committal ; but are not to release any prisoners so given in 
charge^ unless by the order of a magistrate. 

The Inspectors-general are ready at all times to furnish information, and all 
necessary forms to Boards of Superintendence, who are desirous to take upon 
themselves the regulations of their County Bridewells. 

It is a feature peculiar to this country, in the system of Prison discipline, that 
it reaches every place o/* imprisonment, however insignificant or however remote. 
There is no place in which a subject can be legally confined, which does not come 
under a national system of regulation, which secures to prisoners every thing 
necessary to their support ; nor can any complaint of maltreatment be made by 
any prisoner, the whole circumstances of whose committal, support while in Gaol, 
and discharge are not recorded in detail in public official documents, which can 
he produced from the Inspector-general’s office. 

SOLITARY CELLS. 

AS we still find a great deficiency in the cells set apart for prisoners sentenced 
to solitary confinement, we are induced to repeat the follow'ing observations con- 
tained in our last Report. 

In constructing these cells, it is important to keep in view the object which 
solitary imprisonment is intended to accomplish. The description of solitary cells 
now under consideration, have been too generally confounded with places de- 
signed for short and severe punishments; of such a nature may be considered the 
committals to a solitary cell, under the powers given to the Governors of Gaols, 
by the 109th section of the Prison Act (Rule 15 to 17), for offences committed 
within the Prison, and which are specified in those Rules. Even in such 
cases where restraint is imposed, without any view to the moral effects of solitude, 
it appears to us that, in justice to the prisoner, provision should be made for warm- 
ing 
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• 0- the cells and for airing yards. Solitary confinement is, however, to be viewed 
^"^another and much more important character ; viz., when by the sentence of 
^^court the prisoner is committed to solitary confinement. The salutary effect of 
\ch a punishment has lately been so much considered, that provision should be 
for giving effect to it in every County- Gaol : indeed, at present, a great pro- 
portion of soldiers imprisoned under the Mutiny Act, are committed under such 
P ggx5tence, and very inadequately accommodated. The object of solitary com- 
mittals is clearly of a moral and corrective nature, intended to try the influence of 
solitude upon the human mind ; dispositions which cannot be subdued by any other 
means are found often to yield to its influence ; and it is surely not only contrary 
to the feelings of humanity, but must militate against, if not wholly preclude the 
prospects of success, to place the subject of such a sentence in a cold, if not dark 
cell without those necessary comforts which are supplied to all other criminals, 
and thus to expose him to sufferings and privations which it is neither the spirit of 
his sentence, or according to law to impose upon him. On the contrary, the mind 
of a secluded prisoner should be as much as possible disengaged from all distract- 
ing feelings, and every aid afforded to promote that serious self-inspection and 
cheerful submission to his sentence, which anything like injustice or harsh treat- 
ment is sure to counteract. 

"We most earnestly press this subject on the Boards of Superintendence, and 
trust that we shall see provision made for arranging effective solitary cells 
throughout the Prisons on our next inspection ; cells which not only afford 
reasonable comfort, but in which labour could be added to solitary confinement, an 
accompaniment to that sentence which in imprisonments foe a long period would 
become indispensable.

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The arrangements of the Commissioners for the General Control, &c. of 
A ms for the lunatic poor in Ireland, are now completed ; and the District 

A are all in operation, with, the exception of those for the counties of 

W terford and Tipperary, which are finished, and about to be occupied. These 
Awlums continue to sustain the high character they have acquired, being (without 
V exception) among the best regulated institutions in this country. The bene- 
ient design for which they were established has been fully answered ; the success 
the cure of patients has been encouraging, and the houses exhibit perfect 
models of cleanliness and good regulation. The state in which the Asylums 
ow in operation appear, is much to be attributed to the judicious selection of 
managers, who have all been experienced in the care and management of the 
insane. 

We are gratified to find, on our last inspection, that the Asylums which have 
lately opened promise to tread in the steps of those in which the system is more 
confirmed. We refer, however, to our Special Reports on each District Asvlum 
in our Appendix, which will be found amongst the establishments of their respec- 
tive counties. 

In Waterford and Tipperary, in which alone the District Bridewells are not 
occupied, the counties have provided temporary accommodation for the insane in 
their Houses of Industry. We may, therefore, in the following statement, assume 
that there is no county in which this important legislative measure is not now 
available, so far as to enable us to judge to what extent provision is made, and 
how far it is adequate to the wants of the country, in respect to the insane poor of 
all classes now confined. 

In the last of the foregoing Tables, we have collected all the information upon 
this subject, which public or private institutions can afford. We have shown 
therein a return of every insane person, whether idiot, epileptic, or afflicted with 
mania, now confined throughout Ireland, and who is not within the walls of 
a District Lunatic Asylum.

This remaining number (307) consists of the overflowing cases of idiotism* 
epilepsy and incurable mania (with a very few exceptions), in counties which are 
connected with District Asylums, but into which Asylums such cases are not ad- 
missible. For these cases provision is very obviously now wanting ; they are at 
present scattered through our Gaols, or in small places of confinement, the esta- 
blishment of which is creditable to the humanity of the counties, but which are 
wholly inadequate ; and the system (especially as it afiects the Gaols) is attended 
with much inconvenience. 

It is important, however, to observe, that the number (307) here given by no 
means exhibits to anything like its true extent the wants of the country for the 
care of the insane poor. In the first place, it cannot he supposed that the trifling 
number which appear opposite to the names of the counties in the Table, ^ omitting 
those deducted from the general total (Dublin, Cork, Waterford, and Tipperary), 
can embrace anything like their total of existing cases ; but it is further to be 
considered, that the counties therein named (deducting as aforesaid) amount to 
but 19 in number, and it is much less to be supposed that the other counties (in 
which no patient is confined except in the District Asylums) can be wholly free 
from cases of incurable insanity. The Table, therefore, only exhibits the deficiency 
of any information which the existing establishments can a&>rd, in forming an esti- 
114. B 3 mate 
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mate of the extent of accommodation required, and of the expense to be incurred 
in order to make complete provision for insanity in all its forms. ’ 

Permission has been given to several Boards of local Commissioners, in case of 
need, to add to the present buildings any accommodation that might be required 
for tbe reception of incurable cases, to an extent not exceeding one-half of the 
numbers for which the Asylum was originally designed. This additional number 
consisting of incurables, has been received in some Asylums, although their 
reception was provided for by interior arrangement, without any addition to the 
buildings. Buildings are erected in Limerick for this purpose. 

HULKS. 

WE found the Hulks JEsse.r and Surprise (tbe former stationed at Kingstown, 
the latter at the Cove of Cork), in the same good order and healthy state in which 
we have reported them for many years. We have made a more detailed Report 
on the Female Convict Penitentiary at Cork in our Appendix. 

Tbe Hulks being under the immediate care of Dr. Trevor, the Superintendent 
of the Convict Service, our duty is only to inspect, and to report upon the manner 
in w’hich they are conducted, which always merited our approbation. Work and 
instruction cannot be carried on to the same extent as;in the Hulks in England, 
the Prisons of that class in this country being only used as places of temporary 
detention of convicts in transitu from the County Gaols to be transports.

J FOUND Kilmainham gaol in a state of regularity and extreme cleanliness ; the supplies Dublin

but it is still to be regretted that no effective exertion is made to provide employment for » 

the male prisoners, as the Act imperatively requires ; until this shall be accomplished, 
mere can be no field for introducing with any good effect an improved system in any branch j 
nor can the conductors of this important county gaol be said to fulfil the intentions of the 
Legislature, or the prison of the county of Dublin rank with our best class of gaols.

Dublin IN the hope that a plan for the arrangement of the gaols of Dublin, submitted to the 
District. Grand Jury for many successive years, would have been carried into effect, or some other 

^ ' substituted, we have refrained in our last Reports from dwelling as strongly as we should 

otherwise have done on the painful subject^ of the condition and injurious effects of this 
prison. We should be happy to meet the wishes ofthe city in supporting any plan which 
can effect a great object; viz. in enabling the Grand Jury to introduce such a system ofprU 
son discipline as will render the term of imprisonment a period of improvement, instead of 
being, as it now is, a certain means of still farther corrupting the unhappy inmates and 
increasing crime in the city. We however regret to state that the prospect of any improve- 
ment is much damped, as there seems to be no appearance of serious steps being taken 
towards forwarding this important object ; and we feel it a duty to the public and to our- 
selves, seriously to call the attention of the city, by again pointing out the evils which result 
from the past and present state of things. 

It is universally admitted, that the two most essential features in a system of good pri- 
son discipline are a day of useful employment, and a night of solitude. The Prison Act 
requires imperatively that these objects shall be provided for in a county or city gaol (sec- 
tion 4.) The Scale annexed will show what degree of conformity to the law is attained in 
Newgate. It would be as impossible to effect the object of employment in the small, dark 
and crowded day-rooms, as to afford solitary sleeping accommodation to from 200 to 300 
prisoners, in 66 cells. Such is indeed the state of crowding and consequent want of all 
control, that we candidly assented to the view taken by the officers, that it is not expedient 
to attempt to supply the want of clothing which shocks the eye, lest the prison dresses 
should be destroyed as soon as issued- The want of room in this prison has an injurious 
effect upon the other gaols of the city, which are in other respects extremely well regulated, 
but which are labouring under the disadvantage of being necessarily crowded beyond their 
means of accommodation. The state of Newgate is also injurious throughout other parts 
of Ireland, by the exhibition of such an example to officers from the different gaols on 
their visits of duly to Dublin. It also injures the character of the Irish gaols by being 
placed in the foreground of the system, and being the prison most likely to be visited by 
strangers, who are not aware wliat a false specimen the gaol of the Metropolis presents of 
the state of our prisons ; but these considerations ought to have little weight in comparison 
with the consideration of the extensive mischief which is done to the unhappy inmates who 
are committed, to the amount of upwards of 2,000, within each year. 

We have reported our opinion, to which we adhere, that the establishment of a prison, 
adequate to the wants of the city, would not require the appointment of one additional 
officer, male or female ; if, on the contrary, the number might not be diminished, in our 
estimate of the number we include the guard at Newgate, the services of every individual 
of whom could be turned to advantage under a well regulated system. 

We trust that the Grand Jury will give us credit for making these observations from 
an imperative sense of duty. We should have great pleasure in rendering any aid in our 
power towards placing the prisons of Dublin upon such a footing as their importance de- 
mands. The Grand Jury are the proper judges of the means most calculated to promote 
that object; but we should feel much gratified if they would consent to appoint a com- 
mittee, to take into consideration the v^ole of the subject in conjunction with us, and to 
make a report upon the reforms necessary at the next presenting term, accompanying that 
report by a plan and estimate of such new building, or of such addition to, or arrangement 
oL any of the now existing prisons, as they may recommend.

We cannot, in justice to the exertions of Sir Edward Stanley and the officers, omit to 
state, that when we take into consideration the disadvantages against which they have to 
contend, we are surprised at the wholesome and cleanly state of this miserable prison. 

Richmond Bridewell. 

NO alteration has taken place in this prison since the last Report. The discipline and ex- 
cellent internal arrangements of the entire establishment have been steadily maintained for 
many years, arid are highly creditable to the city of Dublin, and decisive of the zeal an 
intelligence of the local inspector and governor; as to those gentlemen only can

f fh usual number of criminals. This precludes the possibility of that minute ciaasifi-

°i loses much of its usefulness, as free intercourse amongst the inmates, espe- 
fl^\t night lessens the punishment of confinement, and tends to prevent that reforma- 
^ hich oftW occurs where leisure for reflection is added to the employment and disci- 
^V*^e''of a well-regulated prison. I cannot avoid again impressing on the consideration of 
h citv Grand Jury this important point. I should say that five more day-rooms, and iOO 
ac tional single cells are necessary to complete the male side of this establishment 5 and 
\ould a single cell for each female prisoner be provided for at some future period, I am 
^nite satisfied that much benefit would arise. I believe about 2,000 1 . would be sufficient 
to build the day-rooms and cells I have recommended. 

The female department is managed under the superintendence of a well qualified matron, 
who is assisted by three deputies. The prisoners are all clothed, employed and instructed, 
and a small class'^of orphans who have unavoidably been thrown on the institution, are in- 
structed and taken care of, much to the credit of the matron. If such a class can be legally 

increased, it is much wanted in this large city. 

The practice of sending small children to prison with their parents has created an addi- 
tionalfemale class, who are consequently unemployed, and injurious to good order. 

The Committee of the Ladies’ Association continue their benevolent visits to the female 
classes • and if the accommodation in this prison admitted of more seclusion by night, and 
more nunute classification by day, I cannot doubt but much good would be effected. 

The prisoners are all employed, chiefly inweaving ; and a considerable profit has been paid 
over to the city funds. There is a tread-wheel to execute the sentence to hard labour, and 
an excellent male school in operation ; the males and females are all clothed in a gaol 
dress- bye-laws are established. The food is cooked in a general kitchen, with economy, 
and served with regularity. The books and accounts are carefully kept ; the sick attended 
to with much care oy the medical officers in separate hospitals; and the chaplains are 
attentive to their various duties.

Smithfield Penitentiary. 

THIS prison consists of two distinct parts, one occupied by certain classes of females, 
convicted and sentenced to short periods of imprisonment ; the other by male juvenile 
offenders under sentence. 

The numbers in the house on the day of inspection were 98 boys, and 63 females ; the 
females are generally employed in needle-work, and in working. The laundry is well con- 
ducted, and includes the washing for the entire gaol of Newgate. 

the reports of profit on the manufactures carried on by the boys has been in former 
years more satisfactory than it has turned out this year, owing to the difficulty of providing 
work. The school is diligently and effectively conducted, and the appearance of this 
interesting class is very gratifying. 

I found the prison, as we have found it for many years, extremely clean, and a scene of 
induBtry and good order. 

Sheriffs’ Prison. 

NO alteration has taken place in this prison ; it is still free from pauper prisoners, who 
areallremovedto the Four Courts, Marshaisea. The prison is well conducted by the marshal, 
uud WM, on the day of inspection, in a clean and orderly state ; the number confined, 45 * 



The City Marskalsea. 

THIS prison has been the subject of many unfavourable reports, and attended with 
great difficulties. The effect, however, of a place of confinement for persons in the lower 
ranks of life, without any funds for their support, is most painful ; and we again urge on 
the Courts, from which the process issues against the poor debtors, to give effect to the 
03d section, 7 Geo. 4, c. 74, as there is more hope to be entertained of thus diminish- 
ing the number of committals, than of bettering the condition of those confined. The 
committals were less numerous than we have witnessed on any former inspection ; viz. 

males, 2 females. 

Rickmond Lunatic Asylum. 

WE found in this asylum the highest degree of order and cleanliness. The expectations 
onned of the ability oi the manager now placed in the charge of this institution have been 
uUy realised; and an additional proof is given, in the present state of the establishment, 
how much can be effected by the good moral treatment of the insane.

There were on the day of inspection 132 persons employed in trades, gardening and 
female work; 3,284 yards of calico and linen wove ; and 118 articles of clothing made 
within the year by the male patients ; 1 ,745 articles of clothing, sheets, towelling, 8tc. by 
the females ; two patients only were under restraint, and two under medical treatment on 
the day of inspection. 

Lunatic Wards, House of Industry. 

WE have never, since the commencement of cur inspections in 1822, been disappointed 
in the state of this’ exceEent institution ; it has undergone more changes in the office of 
manager than any other Asylum, a circumstance creditable to it, as the vacancies were 
made by promotion in consequence of the state in which it was reported under these suc- 
cessive officers, and the system has been in no instance relaxed on occasion of these 
changes. 

It forms part of the House of Industry, and does great credit to the governor of thot 
extensive establishment.

Saint Patrick’s Hospital for Lunatics. 

Founded by Dr. Jonathan Swift, Dean of Saint Patrick. 

WE inspected this institution, and found it in a correct and orderly state. It is under 
fhe management of governors appointed by Act of Parliament and charter. The numbers 
confined are stated in detail in the lunatic’s return in our general report. The gross num- 
bers are 119- 

Pour Courts Marshalsea. 

THE numbers confined in this prison on the day of inspection were as follows : 

1st class - - in state and free rooms - - 35 

2d ditto - - in common halls - - - - 27

The number, in comparison with that of last year, has been diminished, m consequence 
of the exertions made by the marshal to procure the discharge of prisoners. The debts ot 
five paupers have been compounded for 16 by order of his Excellency the Lord Lieute- 
nant, and seven prisonei-s from the same class have been released by the i^ans of private 
funds and exertions ; by these discharges a considerable saving has been enected. 

Au alteration proposed in the medical arrangements the lighting of the Marshalsea wi^^ 
gas, and other improvements suggested by the marshal, are likely to prove mat „ , • 

liderably economy. In these measures, and in discharge of every part of the duty ot this 
important office, the public have derived and are likely to derive much advantage from the 
appointment of Captain M. Mason, the present marshal, who possesses every qualification 
that can render his services of value ; and the change which has taken place in the order 
and comfort of the Marshalsea is most satisfactory. 

The experience of some years has now shown the

pay a permanent rent, and who are not proper subjects for common halls ; from the placing 
if the building under the care of the Board of Public Works, and from^ committing all 
legal proceedings for breaches of the regulations of the Court of mgs enc , 
management of the Crown solicitors. 

It is submitted, that in the possible event of increasing the extent of this prison, and 
even with a view to impi •oving the air and healthfiil state of the Marshalsea, it be 

advantageous that the ground in Marshalsea-lane, opposite to the prison, shoffid be pur- 
chased. It can now be procured, and may be otherwise irrevocably disposed ot, it not 
secured; and it could not fail to produce its value if it should be expedient to let it, until 
it should be applied to any specific purpose. 

Oh the whole, the inspection of this Marshalsea has been very satisfactory. 



Saint Sejmhhre’s Manor Prison. 

THERE were no pauper prisoners on the day of inspection ; the rooms and yards were 
clean, and in order. 
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NORTH DISTRICT. 

County of Antrim Gaol at Carrickfergus. 

North THIS county gaol continues in the same state it has been reported to be in by us fo 
. Patriot. ^ many years, devoid of the necessary and legal accommodation in day-rooms or yards fo^ 
the pm-poses of classification by day and night, employment or discipline,— consequentlv 

the law on these points cannot be enforced; the classes are occasionally mixed, crime is 
not punished as tire law requires, and little reformation or reduction of crime can be 
expected. There are only 50 cells for an average of 120 prisoners. 

The local inspector, governor, and all the working officers of this prison, are attentive and 
zealous in tlieir several departments; the prison is kept remarkably clean, and the orderly 
conduct of the prisoners is highly creditable to the arrangements, under such adverse ci^ 
cumstanoes ; they cannot, however, remedy the defects without ample accommodation and 
employment for every prisoner ; and I trust that the county will effectually provide for 
these matters. 

There is a good school established ; the food is cooked by steam, and economically pro- 
vided for; the females are partially employed, and instructed under a qualified matron • the 
sick are carefully attended to, and the books regularly kept. ’ 

There is no tread-wheel, nor any employment for the male prisoners, except cleanine 
the gaol. ® 

Belfast House of Correction. 

SINCE last inspection the Grand Jury have appointed a Committee to choose a site and 
plan to increase the gaol accommodation in this county, apd I trust it will be accomplished 
soon, as the county gaol and this house of correction do not provide anything like the 
number of cells, yards and day-rooms which are necessary to secure classification by day 
and solitude by night, and that system of discipline which the law requires. We have bo 
repeatedly stated this in our reports to the Grand Jury, that it is unnecessary now to repeat 
it. Antrim is almost the only county in Ireland that has not added accommodation to 
enable the officers to comply with the legal enactments of the Prison Act, as to classifica- 
tion and employment. Should 100 cells, with a few day-rooms and yards be added to this 
house of correction, it would not be necessary to alter the gaol at Carrickfergus, which 
would answer for all untried prisoners, and debtors in its present state. This place has the 
advantage of constant work, being easily obtained in Belfast, and a Board of Superin- 
tendence to control all its movements, fiowever, we only venture to suggest this view for 
consideration, as we have no doubt that this extensive county, having taken up the subject, 
will accomplish it in the way best adapted to local circumstances with which we are in 
many respects unacquainted. 

It only remains for me to report the present state of this prison : a new governor and 
matron have been appointed by the Board of Superintendence, and they appear to be 
zealous and intelligent officers. The local inspector is anxious to establish a sound system, 
and is well acquainted with all the details of it; and I expect, when ample accommodation 
shall be provided, the system here will be similar to that pursued in the neighbouring 
counties of Derry and Down. 

There is employment at stone-breaking for every prisoner, which this house of correction 
has always been remarkable for ; the prisoners are all clothed in a prison dress ; there is 
a good school established ; the females are instructed, and employed under a qualified 
matron ; the diet is carefully and economically cooked ; the chaplains and medical officers 
attend to their various duties, and the books are carefully kept. 

There is, however, no real classification of crime from want of room, and several pri- 
soners sleep together in one cell; and these evils stand in the way of reformation of 
character, or rational punishment, however well managed a prison may be in other 
respects. 

Bridewells. 

Ballymena. 

THIS sessions town bridewell contains two day-rooms, seven cells and two yards ; it is 
kept clean, the pauper prisoners are fed, and the regulations attended to. 

Ballymoney. 

THIS bridewell contains two day-rooms, six cells and two yards. It is not kept as clean 
as Ballymena, and the windows were much broken : 1 trust the keeper will be more 
attentive. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the registry kept. 

Antrim, 

THIS is an illegal bridewell, having only two cells, no yards, day-rooms or keeper’s 
apartments ; it cannot be retained long as a place of confinement in its present slate ; but 
in the new arrangements of this county for prison accommodation, perhaps the Grand Jury 
will provide for the difficulty this populous neighbourhood labours under.

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District Lunatic Asylum at Belfast. North 

this asylum for the lunatic poor of the district continues to be admirably managed in ^ District 
rticular, remarkable for good order, and the kind and successful treatment of the 
flsed • it is much crowded from the accumulation of incurable cases. But the per- 
ins: attention paid by the Board of Directors, the zealous care of the medical attendant, 

® j f|je excellent arrangements for classification and moral treatment made by the manager 
and matron, Mr. and Mrs. Cummins, will overcome this difficulty. An extension of tire 
building is in contemplation. 

Most of the inmates were employed at gardening, weaving, &c., and there were none 
under restraint ; all the linen used m the establishment is manufactured by the patients. 

On the day of inspection there were 1 64 patients in this asylum ; 82 had been admitted 
within the last year, and 62 had been discharged, cured and convalescent. 



County of Armagh Gaol. 

THIS county gaol remains in the same state it has been in for many years, devoid of 
the accommodation required by law to classify the prisoners in separate work-rooms by 
day and separate cells at night. Till these important points are provided for, no reformation 
of character or reduction of crime from the discipline of a gaol can be looked for amongst 
the inmates. This subject has been so often urged in our Annual Reports, that it is 

unnecessary to repeat the arguments in favour of erecting a new gaol, or an extensive 
addition to the present building. The good effects arising from possessing legal accom- 
raodation to classify crime are so obvious in the neighbouring counties of Down, Derry, 
Donegal, Tyrone and Monaghan, that 1 need only refer to these counties, and state that 
all of them, except Monaghan, possessed as good a prison as Armagh has now previous to 
thelaro-e additions made ; and they are now all sensible of the benefits derived from the ex- 
Unded“ accommodation. I trust this important point will soon be favourably considered 
by the Grand Jury, and provision made to remedy the existing evils. 

Every exertion that zeal and intelligence can make to remove these difficulties has been 
effected by Dr. Kidd, the local inspector ; and I have every reason to be satisfied with the 
aid afforded to him by all the officers of the gaol in their several departments. However, 
nothing can effectually make up for the want of single cells at night, and minute classi- 
fication by day. . • 

There are only 36 cells for an average of 85 prisoners ; many of the prisoners are em- 
ployed at stone-breaking, but the classes are mixed together at work. 

There is no school, consequently no moral instruction is attempted, except what the 
chaplaiua convey on Sundays. 

The food is economically provided for, and cooked m a general kitchen ; but the .classes 
all dine together, which precludes all the benefits of classification. 

There is no general gaol clothing. The females are attended to by a qualified matron, 
and some ladies are kind enough to attend occasionally to instruct them. 

The sick are carefully attended to, in separate hospitals, by the medical officer. There 
is a tread-wheel, and much cleanliness and regularity is obvious in this establishment from 
the exertions of the officers, notwithstanding the difficulty they labour under from want of 
accommodation. 

Bridewells. 

Lvrgan. 

THIS new bridewell is kept in good order ; it contains the accommodation required 
hy law for minor prisoners. The paupers are fed, and the registry correctly kept. 

j Market Hill. 

THIS mall place of confinemeiit is attended to by the keeper; the males and females 
are separated, the pauper prisoners fed, and the registry attended to. Were it not so near 
the county gaol, the accommodation would not be sufficient even for the few days any 
prisoners are detained. 

Ballybot. 

THIS bridewell conlains two day-rooms, two yards and two cells, which is not sufficient 
for the number of prisoners, occasionally detained many days on account of the distance 
tiom the county gaol. It is kept clean and orderly ; the paupers are fed, and the registry 
attended to. 

District Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS was the first provincial asylum for lunatics established in Ireland, and with it 
originated the system and regulations laid down fur general adoption. It continues to be 
remarkable for neatness, good order, and the effectual treatment of the lunatic poor, with 
a view to recovei'y or alleviating this disease. Moral and kind treatment, ^ith employ- 
ment, has done much for the inmates ; and the kind attention paid by the medical officer. 
Dr. Kidd, the continued beneficial control of .the Board of Directors, and the high qualifi- 
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North cations of the manager and matron, Mr. and Mr. Jackson, justifies us in renortin fi,’ 
District. establishment in every respect in the best order. ^ , S

County of Cavan Gaol. 

THE discipline of this county prison continues to be supported in strict conformity to 
law ; and the establishment, in all its branches, is highly creditable to the county and 
the officers who conduct its interior system. Much zeal is obvious in all the details 
of duty ; and our inspecting officer has only the gratifying duty of reporting these facts 

There is sufficient accommodation in cells, and day-rooms for classification • the 
prisoners are all employed at stone-breaking; an efficient school is carried on, and there is 
a tread-mill for criminals sentenced to hard labour. 

The female classes are admirably managed by a qualified matron, who instructs them in 
works and reading, keeping a registry of both, which is a good check as well as security 
for a continuance of exertion in these points. ^ 

There are good bye-laws established by the Board of Superintendence, who meet regu- 
larly and enforce them; and general cleanliness and good order are the result. 

The male and female prisoners are all clothed in a prison dress ; the diet is cooked by 
steam, and served at regular hours ; and the accounts kept accurately, as well as all the 
transactions of the gaol, in a well arranged set of books. The sick are attended to in an 
hospital. 

I have only to suggest, for the consideration of the Board and Grand Jury, the following 
matters: — A straw and turf store are much wanted; some mode should be adopted to 
procure a more regular sale for the broken -stone, as it accumulates to an inconvenient 
degree. A more extensive use of the tradesmen confined would, I think, be desirable, by 
establishing a system of instruction to other prisoners in each trade. One more turnkey 
would enable the governor to procure more silence and less private communication amongst 
prisoners, which is so prejudicial to discipline. I cannot conclude this report without 
bearing testimony to the zeal of the local inspector and governor, apparent in the economy 
and general good order of this county establishment. 

Bridewells. 

THE bridewell system of this county is now completed, according to the provisions of 
the Prison Act ; and there are three prisons of that class newly built, and containing every 
^commodation which the Act requires. They are situated in Cootehill, Baileborough and 
Ballyconnell. 

The Board of Superintendence at Cavan have taken these prisons into their charge ; the 
keepers are competent to their duty, and every necessary supply afforded. 



County of Donegal Gaol at Lifford. 

I FOUND this county gaol in its usual state of discipline and good order ; and, so far as 
the officers are concerned and possess the means, every tiling is accomplished that the Act 
of Parliament requires to establish a sound system of moral government. 

The prisoners obtain all their just rights, at the same time that the absence of indul- 
gence, idleness and free intercourse manifests a discipline highly creditable to tlie establish- 
ment, and worthy of example in all gaols. It is the details and minute working of any 
system that can best discover the merits of those who conduct it ; and it is with much 
pleasure I again bear testimony to this fact. When, on trial, an error is discovered in any 
arrangement in this gaol, it is at once abandoned, and zeal, united with intelligence, soon 
discovers and applies the remedy. In this manner has Lifford gaol reached its very high 
state of good order and discipline, supported by a regularly visiting Board of Superin- 
tendence, and the approbation of the county Grand Jury. 

The deficiency in this gaol is the want of more minute classification ; there is only 
accommodation for six male classes in yards and work-rooms, so that it is not practicable 
to preserve all that separation of character and crime that is so desirable, as well as that 
perfect silence which is so calculated to produce reflection and improvement. However, 
crime is decreasing, and there are fewer re-committals. A general prison dress would also 
much improve the appearance and order of the establishment ; and, perhaps, a tread-wheel 
for hard-labour criminals would prove useful. 

Iudepende*if 
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Independent of the above genera! statement, it is niy duty to report in detail on the North 
provision made for complying with the Gaol Act in this prison. Dis t rict. 

^ There are sufficient single cells to give one to the average number of prisoners, which is 

an important part of gaol discipline. 

Every prisoner is employed at some work, generally speaking profitable, and great pains 
are taken on this point by the local inspector and governor. 

There is an excellent school established, and much good has resulted from it. 

The three female classes are attended to, and employed under the care of a qualified 
matron. A well arranged general kitchen has been provided for producing increased 
economy and order, and the meals are served with regularity. 

The sick are attended to with care by the medical officer, in a separate hospital ; the 
books, registry and accounts are accurately kept, bye-laws are made, and the officers of 
this establishment are all attentive to their various duties ; and I should feel I did not 
perform an act of duty, if I neglected to say how much of the good order which prevails is 
due to the persevering exertions of the local inspector, the Rev. Mr. Clarkey and the 
zealous support given to him by Mr. Fenton, the governor. 

The incurable lunatics and idiots are kept in the old gaol, and attended to by the gaol 
officer, supplied with food, clothing and blankets, and receive every care the place 
admits of; but, when practicable, they should be removed to Derry district asylum, where 
alone they could receive the indulgence and care tlieir cases require. 

Bridewells. 

Donegal. 

THIS prison remains as at the period of last inspection ; but the house adjoining has 
been purchased by the county for the keeper, which will add to the security, and enable 
the county to give additional yards or cells, if required. 

Letterkenny. 

THIS sessions town small prison was not so clean and orderly on the day of inspection 
as I expected, from the manner it has been hitherto kept; 1 trust, however, it will not 
occur again. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the I’egistry and accounts attended to. 



County of Down Gaol at Downpatrick, 

THIS extensive county prison has been reported by us for the last two years as eminent 
for good, order, system, discipline, and classification. The governor, Mr. Rowan, is highly 
qualified for his office, and executes it solely with a view to the moral improvement and 
restoration to society of those under his care. Success in this great object cannot be ex- 
pected to be universal ; but the system pursued, while it gives rational hope of reformation, 
and character, is calculated also to punish the unruly, to lessen crime, and prevent the gaol 
being considered as a desirable residence, from the comforts and social intercourse such 
places have hitherto so frequently afforded, without discipline, work, silence, and moral 
instruction. These bad habits have been gradually removing from the gaols in Ireland, and 
in no case is improvement more obvious than in Downpatrick gaol. 

I consider it right also to record, for the information of the Grand Jury, as well as for 
public example, the system pursued in each gaol. 

There is sufficient accommodation in this gaol in day-rooms, work-rooms, yards, and 
sinffle cells, for minute classification by day, and a single cell for every criminal at night. 

There is employment for every prisoner at various works, and a greater exertion has 
been made to introduce trades than in other prisons. The profit on the work for the 
current year has been 158 1. exclusive of the usual trades : rope-makhig and blacksmith's 
work has been introduced. 

A good school is established, and a remarkable degree of silence has been obtained, so 
j uiat little intercourse is permitted amongst the inmates. 

^ There is a good tread-wheel; the prisoners are all clothed in a prison dress ; the food 
IS cooked with care and economy ; the sick are carefully attended to in separate hospitals, 
and the accounts, books and registry are kept with much accuracy. 

The females are classified and employed under the care of two matrons, but I regret to 
instruction to these classes has not as yet been regularly given. 

The officers in each department are attentive to their various duties, and the Board of 
Superintendence have granted every support and supply to the governor to enable him to 
carry on the system of this large county establishment. 

Jen turnkeys are found sufficient for safety, without guards, to carry on the duty. A 
good code of bye-laws are much wanted ; butMr. Rowan is engaged in preparing them for 
^PP>‘ohation of the Board of Superintendence. 

Ihe wood work of the prison requires painting, which gives the appearance of a want of 
that great neatness and cleanliness so remarkable in many of the neighbouring gaob. 

Newry Bridewell. 

THIS is the only bridewell in the county. It was the old custom-house, and no alteration 

as been made to convert it into a good prison. There are two day-rooms, two yards, and four 
tegfstr^^k*^ t' regular. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the

County of Fermanagh. 

THE improvement in the discipline and system in this gaol, since our first knowledee f 
it, is manifest in every department, and so far as the accommodation provides for it th 
legal enactments for regulating the prisons of Ireland are strictly attended to and enforr d 
The -whole establishment is highly creditable to the local inspector and governor, and th * 
Board, who held a meeting- at my inspection, are anxious to provide whatever* may be 
necessary to carry on a sound system. ^ 

There were only ag male prisoners confined, tried and untried, which T mention as a 
proof of the reduction of crime in this well ordered county. Should this state of crime 
continue, it will be unnecessary for me to urge on the county much extension of the accom- 
modation, which hitherto has not been sufficient for the average number of prisoners 

There is a good tread-mill: the criminals are all employed at stone-breaking • and a 
good school is established. The females have but one class for tried and untried • thev 
are however clothed, and employed at work under the care of a matron. ’ ^ 

Bye-laws are established, as approved of by the Court of King’s Bench. The officers 
are attentive and zealous in the discharge of their duty; and the prison is kept remarkably 
clean and orderly, and much pains taken to preserve that silence which is so requisite to 
discipline. 

The diet is prepared by steam, and much economy and regularity is evinced in this 
department. The sick are carefully attended to by the surgeon in a separate hospital- 
and the books of the gaol, and all the accounts, kept in a regular and official manner. * 

The defects in this gaol are as follows, and I submit them for the consideration of the 
Board and Grand Jury. 

There is no chapel, which the Act of Parliament requires : there are no properly con- 
structed solitary cells for punishment. An additional day-room, and 20 cells for dormito- 
ries, are necessary to give legal accommodation for the classification of the general average 
number of prisoners, with a second class for females ^ 

A prison dress for male prisoners is required by law, but not as yet provided for in this 
county. 

There is not a sufficiently clear account kept of the profit or loss on the work done by 
the prisoners, but the local inspector has undertaken to establish this system. 

The deficiencies I have recommended to be supplied, can only be provided for by the 
Grand Jury; and I beg to report for their information, my sense of the zeal and attention 
of the local inspector, and governor, in bringing this county gaol into so good a state of 
discipline, in which they are supported by all the other officers of the prison. 

Bridewells. 

Newtown Butler. 

THIS small prison contains two day-rooms, two yards, and six cells, which is sufficient 
for the few prisoners confined previous to being removed to the county gaol. It is kept 
very clean, and in every respect as the law directs. 

The keeper is inadequately paid, his salary being only lO L per annum, and the diet 
amounts being paid by the Grand Jury without passing (as required by law) through our 
office to be checked, is irregular, and leaves room for improper charges, though I have no 
reason to suppose such are made. 



County of Kildare. 

Naas Gaol. 

THE system of this new gaol is now placed on a very respectable footing, and so far as 
concerns the comfort of the prisoners, the affording to them their just rights, the cleanliness 
of the wards, and order of the routine of duty, the book-keeping, dietary and serving ofthe 
messes, and particulary the instruction of the inmates in the school, nothing can be more 
gratifymg than our inspection of the whole establishment. It is, notwithstanding, painful 
to see how little progress the Board of Superintendence have been enabled to m^e, in 
appointing adequate means for the profitable employment of the male prisoners, pursuant 
to the provisions of the Prison Act (sections 104, &c.) 

The great advances which the prison department throughout Ireland has made, and is 
now more especmlly making in the introduction of trades into the county gaols, trades 
which not only afford present work, but enable a prisoner in after life to earn his bread, 
render us peculiarly anxious to urge this important object. We consider it to be the turn- 
ing point on which depends whether imprisonment can or cannot become a beneficial 
system of punishment. If together Svith the moral effect of order, cleanliness and instruc- 
tion, prisoners are kept steadily to work and under inspection during the day, and from 
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that scene of industry removed to a solitary cell at night, no question can remain that the 
effect of imprisonment mast be to improve the character of persons committed, and to 
diminish the amount of crime, whereas no system of discipline can be devised which can 
counteract the baneful effects of idleness. 

Opportunity is thereby constantly afforded of evil communication, which cannot but 
corrupt the prisoners, while the comforts of a well-appointed gaol without the corrective 
of labour, cannot but tend to encourage the commission of crime by lessening the terror 

of punishment. 

The female prisoners are placed in two classes under a matron, and employed in useful 
works, and in washing for the whole of the prisoners and for the public use of the 
establishment. 

Since the last Report a kitchen apparatus has been completed, and that department is 
now conducted with regularity and economy. 

The subject of general employment is earnestly recommended to the attention of the 
Board of Superintendence. On the whole, the inspection of this gaol has been very 
satisfactory. 

Athy Gaol. 

THIS small county prison continues to be managed in a creditable way by the officers 
under the control of the Board of Superintendence, who meet monthly ; there were only 
21 males and three female prisoners on the day of inspection ; they are classed, instruoteH 
and employed as the Act directs, clothed in a prison dress, and the food is now cooked in 
a kitchen set apart for the purpose. The books and accounts are well kept, the sick are 
carefully attended to, and the local inspector, governor and officers are attentive to their 
various duties. 

The female classes are instructed and kept at work by the governor’s wife, and the 
cleanliness and economical management of the establishment is very creditable to the 
county. 

There is no tread-wheel or laundry. I would submit for the consideration of the Grand 
Jury that these things should be provided for. 

Tne accommodation of this gaol for criminals, consists of only six day-rooms, six yards, 
end 32 cells. 



County of Leitrim. 

Gaol at Carrick-on-Skannon. 

THE difficulties which the officers of this gaol had to contend with last year from want 
of employment for the prisoners, has been in a great degree removed; a large quantity of 
stones has been broken, and arrangements made as far as practicable for a continuance of 
this or other work for the inmates. There were very few prisoners confined during the 
current year, and crime appears considerably reduced in this county. 

There is sufficient accommodation for classifying crime in yards, day-rooms and dormi- 
tories; a good school is efficiently attended to. There is a tread-mill to execute the sen- 
tence to hard labour, and bye-laws are established as recommended by the Court of King’s 
Bench. The accounts and books of this prison are carefully kept, and the account of work 
referred to in last year’s Report is now regularly attended to. 

The female classes are divided into three, under the care of a qualified matron, and are 
employed at work and schooling, and the laundry which I recommended last year has 
been adopted. The entire prison is kept remarkably clean and orderly, and the officers in 
each department zealous and attentive to their duty, and the sick of both sexes attended 
to by the medical officer in separate hospitals. 

The Board of Superintendence once held a meeting on the day of my inspection, and 
1 submitted to them the necessity of an alteration in me steam-kitchen, the machinery of 
which is worn out and in bad order; I proposed a temporary alteration to the local in- 
spector and governor, to prevent the delay and waste of fuel in cooking, which was at once 
acceded to ; in other respects the diet is economical and served with regularity. 

A general prison dress is much wanted for males and females; the pump lately sunk is 
not finished, and the roof of the gaol requires some repairs. 

Manor-Hamilton Bridewell. 

THIS small bridewell is kept remarkably clean and regular; the male and female pri- 
soners are separated, the paupers are fed, and the registry attended to. The large yard 
should be divided, and a pump sunk as the law requires. 



County of Londonderry Gaol. 

THE order, system and discipline maintained in this county gaol is admirable in every 
®>^dT would not be doing justice to the zeal of the officers in each department, if 
^dnot exhibit their system, so far as my Report can do so, as an example. 

Ihere were very few prisoners confined on the day of my inspection, and I believe I may 
Barely attribute a share of this reduction in crime to the good regulations which exist in 
D 2 , the 
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North prison, giving the inmates all their legal rights, yet at the same time keeping up a dis- 

District. cipUne, consisting of industry, schooling, general silence, and a sepamte cell for each cri- 
'—J minal at night, which malces the gaol a place of rational punishment for crime, and gives 
an opportunity to the well-disposed to Improve their habits and recover lost characte ° 

I beg to record for the information of the Grand Jury, the following state of this county 
gaol : 

There is sufficient accommodation in work-rooms, yards and single cells for 166 pri- 
soners, and to classify them as the law requires. 

Every prisoner is employed at some profitable work. 

There is a good and efficient school carried on. 

A great degree of silence is preserved throughout the day. 

The female classes are instructed and employed at work under a qualified matron. 
Bye-laws are made and enforced. 

Every prisoner is clothed in a general prison dress. 

The food is economically cooked and served in a general kitchen. 

The sick are well attended to in separate hospitals by the medical officer. 

The books, accounts and registries, are carefully kept and preserved. 

And the whole system is upheld and controlled by the Board of Superintendence, to 
•whose persevering labours is to be attributed the great progress this gaol has made in dis- 
cipline and good order. 

There is no tread-wheel to execute the sentence to hard labour. 

I cannot conclude this Report without bearing testimony to the zeal of all the officers, 
and my sense of the benefit received by the establishment from the exertions and attention 
of the local inspector, Doctor Skipton. 

BridewdU. 

2 dewiown lAmavady, 

THIS small prison contains only two apartments ; it is kept clean and regular by the 
keeper, and his duty is attended to. 

Coleraine, 

THE two rooms hitherto used a.s a prison remain as usual, quite unsuitable for the pur- 
pose and illegal as to accommodation. Money has been presented to erect a new 
bridewell, and ground for the site has been laid out, but the building has not yet 
commenced. 

Magkerafelt. 

THIS county bridewell is also illegal as to accommodation, and has no keeper’s apart- 
ments. I beg to submit for the favourable consideration of the Grand necessity 

of erecting a new prison in this populous sessions town, which the Prison Act requires. 



District Lunatic Asylum, Londonderry. 

THIS provincial lunatic asylum continues to support its character, as a public esteblish- 
ment maintained on the best principles and under sound regulations ; it is highly creditab e 
to the county and the local Board who have the control of it, as well as to fhe “^®oica 
officer, and tlie manager and matron, Mr. and Mrs. Cluffe, who are officers highly quali e 
for this important trust. . zn • . r *1. 

It is much to be regretted that the present accommodation 15 not sufficient lor tne w 
of the province ; but the Board having taken up the subject and received pemussion to 
add room for 100 patients more, I trust sonae arrangement will be soon adopted to re leve 
the county hospitals and county gaols from several incurable cases ; Perhaps it wouia 
desirable to take a few acres more ground and erect a building for incurables, ibere- 
now in the house 1 15 incurable cases.

nN m7 former inspection last year, the vacant situation of governor had not been filled 
the local inspector, Capt. Walker, had only recently been appointed ; under these 
stances I ditl *^ 0 * enter into any detail of defects, which I was aware could not be 
without an efficient governor. Since that period, the high sheriff has prevailed 
M'Faddon, an Englishman, to take the office, and it is but right I should state my 
'^"t'rp 'aDProval of his arrangemeuls in and qualification for this important office. 1 mi- 
, g^nilned his system, and ascertained his habits, and beg to submit to the Grand 
T**rv and Board of Superintendence, that he merits their support and confidence. Capt. 
Wdker the local inspector, on whose testimony and judgment I can fully rely, bears me • 

t fuHv ifi opinion ; and I have no hesitation in stating, that should the Grand Jury 
Board think it right to provide what these officers may consider necessary to carry on 
a sound system of discipliue, employment and moral government, the county Longford gaol 

will rank amongst the best prisons in Ireland. 

There is sufficient accommodation for classification of male criminals in day-rooms, 
vards and sleeping cells ; some work at stone-breaking is now provided, but not sufficient. 
There is a good school; also a tread-mill, to execute sentence to hard labour. The 
females are employed under the care of a matron, but they are all in one class, from want 
of leval accommodation to separate the tried and untried. Bye-laws are established, and 
the officers are all attentive and zealous. 

The diet is prepared by a good steam apparatus, and is economically provided for, and 
serred with much regularity ; the medical department and sick are carefully attended to, 
ind the books and accounts are accurately kept. A general prison dress, at least for the 
tried prisoners, is required, and an additional turnkey, to enable the governor to secure full 
inspection and silence. 

I would with much caution venture to mention the subject of the salaries of officers ; 
but it is not, I trust, travelling beyond the bounds of my duty in reporting to the Grand 
Jury the state of their gaol, to submit for favourable consideration the encouragement that 
can alone procure talented and effective officers.

County of Louth Gaol at Dundalk. 

THIS county prison has for many years supported steadily its character for good order 
and regularity, so far as the accommodation admits. The Grand Jury and Board of Super- 
intendence have always, since our official acquaintance with them, evinced themselves the 
practical guardians of this public establishment. The law is enforced ; the prisoners 
obtain afl theirlegal rights ; a good moral feeling is obvious in every department ; and the 
economy of the entire management is highly creditable to the county, and all the officers. 
There is a tread-wheel to execute the sentence to hard labour ; a good school maintained ; 
the tried prisoners are clothed ; and all are employed at stone-bvealcingor other work ; the 
female classes are attended to by a qualified matron. Bye-laws have been made ; the sick are 
carefully provided for ; and the books of the gaol accounts and registry correctly kept. 

After this creditable and just report of the state of this gaol, it would appear at first 
Bight that nothing is wanting to prevent the results of a sound discipline taking place ; viz. 
reformation of character, and few cases of committal. But it is also right that I should 
report the defects of this prison ; and I regret to say, that they for the most part prevent 
the great advantages that would otherwise arise from good discipline in this establishment. 

Thereareonlysi single sleeping cells, and four male classes for an average of 65 prisoners; 
consequently it frequently occurs that numbers are congregated at night in one room or cell, 
subject to all the evil communication and intercourse that must necessarily occur in such 
cases. Amongst the many sources of good order in a prison, nothing can be more condu- 
cive to it than general silence by day, and a single cell during the night for each. It 
requires no ailment to prove this ; and' so long as the want of accommodation exists for 
minute classification and dormitories, reformation to any extent cannot be looked for, and 
the criminals will not consider confinement so great a privation. 

A general cooking kitchen is also required, as at present ; each class dress their food in 
we day-rooms ; this is a waste of fuel and of time, and without great care would cause a 
deficiency in general cleanliness ; a veiy small sum would secure this advantage, and nearly 
20 cells would be gained by dividing the present rooms for cooking into cells. 

colleague, Major Woodward, recommended last year to the Grand Jury to purchase 
the adjoining yard, to obtain room for additional cells, &c., and to establish a rope-walk 
aa at Downpatrick. I beg to submit these things also for consideration. 

Ardee Bridewell. 

THIS small sessions town bridewell contains all the accommodation required by law for 
sue tempora^ prisons : it is in the highest order, remarkably clean and neat ; the paupet* 
P isonets are fed, and the registry correctly kept.

THIS small town gaol has sufficient accommodation for the daily avers 
prisoners ; viz. 20 ; there are 16 cells, five day-rooms and four yards^ exclusw 
for debtors, and one large room used as an hospital. * ® 

The male prisoners are generally employed at stone-breakino-, but there ' 
wheel. The gaol is kept clean, and atteuded to with much care°by all the offi'* 
several departments ; the food is economically provided, and cooked in a genetal^Vt 
the registry and other books regularly kept, and the sick are carefully attended t b h’ 



The deficiencies in this prison are as follows : 

There is no school for male criminals, which the law requires. The females h 
employment or instruction, and there is no paid matron. There is no prison 
tread-wheel, and no attempt at profitable work or instruction in various traces with 
to the improvement of the individuals. It is right to state, that the Grand Jury and 
of Superintendence are sensible of these wants, and state that the funds of the town will 
admit of the expense. It is my duty, however, to report the facts, and to state that”°^ 
peat degree of moral improvement can be expected in the absence of these means of 
legal restraint and instruction. Some blankets and a few bedsteads are required which th 
local inspector undertook to provide from the Grand Jury. . ' ® 



County of Meath Gaol. 

SINCE the period of my last inspection, thfe new county gaol at Trim has beeu occu 
pied, and so far as it is possible to judge, almost immediately after the introduction of 
a ne\v system of prison discipline, there is every prospect that the county will be amolv 
compensated for the sum so liberally presented for the purpose of erecting this extensive 
building, viz., the good effects which must follow from the system now arranged and 
which cannot fail to produce a most beneficial effect upon persons sentenced to imprison- 
ment. ^ 

A certain portion of the subordinate officers had been employed as watchmen, leavincr 
to a very inadequate number the whole care of the interior discipline of the classes. This 
system has been abandoned as erroneous in principle, and the whole of the officers are now 
judiciously distributed in the different departments throughout the gaol ; this alteration in 
the distribution of duty is of the utmost importance, as it confines the attention of each 
officer to a, few prisoners to whom his whole time is devoted, and with whose characters 
individually he thus becomes acquainted. 

I attended at the time of carrying the new arrangements into effect, and cannot speak in 
terms of too much praise of the zealous effective services of the local inspector, whose 
views of prison disciffiine are most just and sound, and are likely to be of great value to 
tbis establishment. The governor and subordinate officers are anxious for the improve- 
ment of the system of prison discipline. 

The Board of Superintendence have made every arrangement to avail themselves of 
present advantages, and for providing employment for the prisoners. They have kindly 
acceded to some suggestions which I offered to their consideration. 

I found the female class much improved since the period of a former inspection (two 
months). It is, however, a department in' which this county has not kept pace with others, 
and which requires much alteration. In no class within a gaol do the effects of a system 
of moral government, carried on with zeal and discretion, manifest themselves iu so striking 
a manner as in the female prison. 

On the whole, the inspection of this gaol has been most satisfactory and encouraging. 

Bridewells. 

THE bridewells of Navan and Trim are both anmly sufficient in point of accoramo- 
for the purposes for which they are wanted. They are in tolerably good order, but 
^ 'want of the direct interference and control of the Board of Superintendence. 

The expense of diet, &c. in the bridewell at Navan, has always been paid by the Board, 
without the mteiwention of the inspector-general, or the advance from the collector of 
excise, as directed by Prison Act, sect. 95, and this system is now about to be extended 
to (he bridewell at Kells. 



County of Monaghan Gaol. 

THE discipline and internal management of this gaol by the resident officers is much 
improved, and if sufficient employment for all classes -at some trades or stone-breaking 
were provided, the system laid down by the Board of Superintendence and the local inspec- 
tor, would produce all the effects of a sound moral government. 

There is sufficient accommodation in cells and day rooms for the average number of 
prisoners ; there is a tread-wheel to execute the hard labour seutence ; an excellent school 
establislied, and no just complaint could exist as to the legal rights of prisoners not being 
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ided for by this county. The food is economically provided for, and dressed by 
fully prov on“ the best principles; the sick are carefully attended to in 

steam in and the gaol registry and accounts are properly kept. The officers are ^

Carrickmacross Bridewell. 



THIS small bridewell is 4-emarkably well attended to in every particular, the paupers fed 
and a registry kept. The keeper is a good public officer, but the accommodation is rather 
confined. 



County of Roscommon Gaol. 

THE Board of Superintendence held a meeting at the gaol on the day of my inspec- 
tion and, at my suggestion, arranged a plan for cooking the food in one common kitchen, 
and ffins prevent the expense of fuel, the delay and confusion which is occasioned by each 
class dressing their provisions in their day-rooms. It is the only gaol in Ireland where this 
is practised. 

The present state of this gaol is creditable to the officers, so far as the accommodation 
admits of it; hut the number of cells, viz. 60, not being sufficient to admit of n cell for 
each prisoner at night, (there being seldom less than 120 prisoners confined,) they neces- 
sarily sleep together ; and this free communication does much mischief, independent of 
its relaxing much of the punishment confinement is intended to inflict. 

Some of the prisoners are employed at stone-breaking, and the governor. Mr. Healy, who 
is a zealous and active officer, proposes extending'this work in their several yards, instead 
of in the front of the gaol.- 

There is a good school established, and a tread-mill to execute the sentence to hard 
labour. The females are attended to by a qualified matron ; but there being room only for 
one class, the mixture of tried and untried has an evil tendency. 

There are no bye-laws as yet established, as recommended by the- Court of King’s 
Bench; there is no regular prison dress for tried criminals; and a good set of books for 
the accounts and registry of the gaol is much wanted, as no steady and efficient check is 
kept for the expenditure of the prison. 

1 found the gaol remarkably clean ; the prisoners obtain all their rights, and there were 
no complaints. But the higher degrees of moral improvement and steady discipline 
cannot be expected without permanent work for ail, a single cell for each at night, perfect 
silence amongst the prisoners, and a .sound system of inspection and instruction per- 
manently carried on. 

Boyle Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell is now kept in good order, and contains all the accommodation and fur- 
niture necessary fdr a sessions town prison, where they are only kept a few days previous 
to transmission to'the county gaol. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the registry cor- 
rectly attended to. Four bedsteads require repaira. 

Castlerea Bridewell. 

THIS small prison is in good order, and the duty of the keeper attended to. There is 
legal accommodation for the few prisoners confined ; the paupers are fed, and the registry 
kept. Some alteration is necessary to prevent the chimneys from smoking. 

Slrokestown Bridetoell. 

THIS new bridewell is also kept in good order, and the duty attended to by the keeper. 

e accommodation is sufficient, and the pauper prisoners are fed. Some blankets are 
"anted, and a sewer should be made to carry off the surface-water from the yard.

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County of Sligo Gaol. 

WERE it not necessaiy to report in detail annually the state of each prison I sh 11 
only refer to my last year’s report on this county gaol, and bear testimony to the contin 1 
zeal of the officers generally, and the very creditable state of discipline I found to exist nfi 
a minute inspection. It is, however, right to report, after each inspection, the merits 
defects of the prison ; and it is gratifying to state, that nothing is wanting on the part 
the officers to establish a sound system of discipline and moral government. And Ib°* 
lieve, every member of the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence will join with^me 
appreciating the valuable services of the local inspector, the Rev. Mr. Armstrono' in for* 
warding all these objects. Tlie governor, Mr. Beatty, is a zealous and good officer and 
obviously anxious for the well-being and order of the establishment committed to his cate 
Since last year’s inspection he has added considerably to the moral iraprovement of the 
inmates, by enforcing, to a great degree, silence and non-intercourse amongst them ; which 
is a matter not generally attended to. ’ 

There is sufficient accommodation for classification and sleeping ceils in this gaol. The 
prisoners are all employed at stone-breaking and other work. 

There is a good tread-mill, and an efficient school established ; and the female prisoners 
are attended to by a qualified matron. The diet is economically provided for, and cooked 
in a good steam apparatus ; the sick are provided for in a separate hospital, under the 
zealous care of Dr. Carter ; and the gaol accounts and books are kept on a good system. 

The defects in this gaol are as follows, and are submitted for the consideration of the 
Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence : 

Bedsteacls are wanted for the hospitals. 

A general prison dress in required for the male prisoners. 

There are not sufficient turnkeys to pi’eserve constant inspection. 

The number of lunatics and idiots are a serious evil ; there are 4 1 confined in this gaol, 
and though they are carefully and kindly treated, they necessarily disturb the good order 
of the establishment, especially in the female classes, where they are illegally mixed with 
the class of sane criminals. The lunatic asylum at Ballinasloe is ready to receive them, 
if required to do so. 

JBallymote Bridewell. 

THIS small bridewell is sufficient for its objects ; viz. containing a few prisoners 
previous to being sent to the county gaol; the males and females are separated ; the 
Keeper attends regularly to all his duties; the pauper prisoners are fed, and the registry 
correctly kept. 



County of Tyrone Gaol at Omagh. 

THE minute discipline of the county prison has been in some degree interrupted during 
a few months of the cun-ent year, by the appointment of a new governor, who appears 
anxious to be informed on the subject of his various and important duties ; but I cannot 
venture to give any decided opinion of his qualification, without further practical experi- 
ence of bis habits and mode of conducting a public establishment. On the latter subject, 
as well as on the best means of managing prisoners with a view to their moral improve- 
ment, he is necessarily uninformed, and is only as yet pursuing a general system already 
laid down. 

There is sufficient accommodation in this gaol for classification, in yards, day-rooms and 
single sleeping cells. Every prisoner is clothed and employed at some work. A good 
school is caiTied on ; and there is a tread-wheel to execute the sentence to hard labour. 

The officers are attentive to their various duties; bye-laws are established; the books 
and accounts are regularly kept ; the sick are carefully attended to by the medical officers; 
and the diet is economically provided for, and cooked in a general kitchen ; the female 
classes are clothed, employed at work, and instructed under the care of a well qualified 
matron. 

This gaol has the advantage, as usual, of an attending Board of Superintendence, who 
meet monthly ; and I cannot conclude this Report without stating, that the duties of loal 
inspector are performed with much zeal and attention by the Kev. William Stack. Ac 
additional turnkey would be necessary to secure more inspection, and the expense, I believe, 
might be saved out of the large allowance of 10 d. per week made towards men. 

A more extensive instruction in various trades might be usefully introduced into the 
classes for the young and ignorant ; and more accurate accounts of the broken stones suoiiW 
be kept. A class for such lunatics and idiots as are not sent to the provincial asylum is 
required, as they are at present kept in the hospital. u n il 

I beg to submit the above deficiencies for the favourable consideration of the Gran 
Jury and Board of Superintendence. 



Clogher Bridewell. 

THIS new bridewell has not yet been occopied, though finished. It 
accommodation, but is not yet furnished, until the commissioners for building it slia 
it off the contractor’s hands. It ig very desirable that it should be occupied as soon 
practicable. 
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Strabane BTidewell. 

THIS small prison is kept remarkably clean and regular by Mr. Murphy. The registry 
d diet accounts are carefully attended to, and the pauper prisoners are fed. It contains 
two day-rooms, and three sleeping apartments, with one yard. 

DunganTion bridewell, 

this bridewell contains three day-rooms, three yards, and nine cells. It is very clean, 
and carefully attended to by the keeper. The registry is kept, and the pauper prisoners 
are fed; and the local inspector, who is paid by the county, pays every attention to his 
duty. The well requires a forcing pump, instead of buckets, for raising the water. 



County of Westmeath Gaol. 

SINCE last inspection, the Hon. and Rev. Mr. Brown has been appointed localinspector, 
acd has with much zeal and benevolence undertaken the duties of that office. He is sup- 
ported by the governor, Mr. Fielding, with activity and intelligence, and an entire change 
has taken place in the discipline and management of this county gaol. There is now 
sufficient employment for the male prisoners at stone-breaking ; and should the Grand Jury 
and Board of Superintendence consider it ri^ht to supply the matters I have recommended 
at the close of this Report, I have no doubt out that this prison will soon exhibit a scene 
of industry, discipline, and moral government, that will do great credit to the county, and 
the officers of this establishment. 

There is sufficient accommodation for classifying crime; and cells for each prisoner at 
night. A good school is established. Tliere is a tread-mill for those sentenced to hard 
labour ; some employment for the other prisoners ; and the females are under the care of 
an attentive matron. An excellent steam apparatus for cooking the food is put up, and it 
is served with economy and regularity. Bye-laws are established. The hospital and the 
sick are carefully attended to. The accounts of the gaol are regularly kept, and the Board 
of Superintendence meet monthly to control the system. 

I would submit, for the consideration of the Grand Jury and the Board, the following 
matters : 

The female department requires another class to separate the tried from the untried, and 
there is at present no work for them. 

Some additional work at stone-breaking, or other employment, is required for the men. 
A general prison dress is required, at least for the tried prisoners. 

The tread-mill requires some alteration, so as to work with less than six men. 

A laundry is wanted for the female department. 

Some blankets and tickens are also wanted. 

Moate Bridewell. 

THIS small prison, for the reception of a few criminals previous to transmission to the 
county gaol, is kept clean and regular ; the pauper prisoners are fed ; the males and females 
separated ; and the registry correctly kept. 



SOUTH DISTRICT. 



County of Carlow Gaol. 

NO improvement has taken place in this prison since last inspection. The large addi- 
tion which has been built enables the Board of Superintendence to extend the classification 
according to the scale established bylaw; and it would afford separate cells for the pri- 
soners, for the average number of committals, but owing to the deficiency of bedding, 
I found this important principle of prison discipline not carried into effect. The einploy- 
ment of the prisoners remains as it was when our last report was made. No instruction in 
trades has been attempted ; the only employment for the prisoners is the breaking atones. 
It is, however, satisfactory to find that tnere is every encouragement to carry on this 



system (although not the most desirable one) of prison labour, as a sufficient sale is secured 
for the broken stone. It is, notwithstanding, mcumbe 



incumbent on tlie governor to endeavour to 

suggest some more profitable employment, requiring a skill which could be afterwards 
turned to the advantage of the prisoner. 

No return of profit is made to the prisoners for their labour. 

ihe female prison is well conducted under a competent matron; the females are uni- 
ormly clothed, and employed in washing, spinning and plain work; they are instructed in 
reading, and on the whole the state of this class is satisfactory ; and the females receive 
^ earnings.

should be used to remedy this defect, as tne only means of raising water for the use of the

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South gaol is by the machinery attached to it; and the whole establishment is in a lament Ki 
District. state from th^ want of a supply of water. ^ 

' Although the gaol at Carlow, as every other county gaol, is clean and orderly I ha 
thought it necessary to impress on the governor the necessity of more exertion on his na^t 
to improve the interior regulation, as it does not at present stand higher than the establish 
ments of the same class upon the Leinster Circuit, on which it borders, and which are 
decidedly inferior to those of any other district within our inspection, as will appear bv 
our reports, and which do not answer the important purposes for which the present laws 
relating to prisons in this country were framed. 

District Lunatic Asylum, 

Notwithstanding that the manager of this institution has been impeded in the 
active discharge of his important duties by bad health, I found the asylum in a state of 
good order and extreme cleanliness, very creditable to him and to the matron.*

The number employed were 42 males and 32 females ; of the former, 22 at work in the 
garden and grounds, and 15 at different trades, and five in domestic work ; of the latter, 
nine in washing, 16 knitting, 8ic., and five in domestic work ; the clothing is made by the 
females ; but one patient under restraint, and four under medical treatment. 



Countj/ of Clare Gaol. 

THIS prison retains the high place which it has held for many years among our bwt 
county gaols. The extreme cleanliness and order of the establishment, the precision with 
which duty is done, and effectiveness of the subordinate officers, also the interior economy 
and books of the gaol, do great credit to the valuable governor, and cannot fail to be most 
satisfactory to the county, and gratifying to us as Inspectors-general of prisons. 

The great objects to be aimed at in a good system of prison discipline, are the constant 
and profitable employment of the prisoners : the former is completely effected, as the whole 
of the classes are kept to work ; the latter 'is in progress, as the number employed in trades 
which may promote their interest in future life, are gradually increasing ; and although there 
is acknowledged difficulty in anything like a general introduction of profitable trades, the 
difficulty may be more or less overcome by such intelligence and exertion as we can very 
safely reckon upon in the management of this prison ; in the pursuit of this all important 
object, every advantage should be taken of circumstances. It should be kept in view in 
the appointment of turnkeys (many of whom are tradesmen in one of our most distin- 
guished county gaols), and in the event of tradesmen under sentence of imprisonment, 
from both of which classes prisoners may derive much instruction : this wholly depends on 
the activity and anxiety of the governor. 

The female classes are kept steadily to work, and well instructed under a reguwly 
trained and experienced matron. This class are now very advantageously circumstanced m 
a new and commodious female prison, distinct from ether parts of the gaol. 

The great defect in this excellent county gaol is want of room to aflbrd the advantage or 
solitary sleeping cells to all the prisoners-; this want of accommodation will, m some 
degree, be remedied, on the occupation of the new debtors prison. 

On the whole, our inspection scarcely in any instance affords to us more gratificatmn m 
showing the advance of a system founded on the best principles, than in the case of Ennia

The county 
b ve incurred a great (though necessary) expense in the construction of new bridewells, 
a it is obvious to any person of experience, that such establishments, detached iu remote 
and in the hands of officers who are not (as they ought to be) regularly trained, 
must fell into decay and disorder, unless subjected to regulations always acting upon their 
^stem, and under the immediate control of the Board, or of an intelligent officer of

They are all new buildings, containing the accommodation required by the Prison Act, 
and supplied with the necessary food, furniture and bedding. 



County of Cork Gaol. 

1 FOUND this county gaol and house of correction, as on former inspections during 
a louff series of years, in a high state of discipline and order, under the care, and owing to 
the unremitted attention of the Board of Superintendence, effectively supported by the 

local inspector and officers of the prison. . , • , .u . i i 

The employment of prisoners, clothing, and other particulars, in which the system had 
not advanced so much as in its general regulations, are progressive ; it still remains a most 
desirable object that the introduction of trades, and instruction of the prisoners in the 
means of earning future livelihood, should be taken seriously into consideration. The 
house of correction is, however, a busy and interesting scene, and the governor a zealous 
and active officer. The sentences to hard labour are strictly carried into effect, and the 
prisoners all employed. The county gaol side does not present so gratifying a scene, and 
It is to be lamented that the prisoners are not provided with work as inwall our most 
improved gaols, even in many which stand much below the gaol of Cork m other par- 

Nothing can exceed the general cleanliness and order of the establishment, or the pre- 
cision with which duty is carried on } the whole routine has for many years done great 
credit to the county. The female prison is conducted with care and regulanW ; it consist 
of seven classes of women, who are constantly and profitably employed. The matron is 
an experienced and valuable officer, and is assisted by conapetent female turnkeys. 

On the whole, the inspection of Cork gaol is truly satisfactory. 



Bridewells. 

NO part of the prison department ba.s presented so much difficulty to those who have 
been engaged in the important and much needed reform which has taken place in the 
prisons of Ireland within the last 12 years, as the smaller places of confinement, which all 
come within the denomination of Bridewells, and in no way have the exertions of the 
Grand Jury of the county of Cork, and of the Board of Superintendence of th^r gaols, 
•been more conspicuous or move beneficially directed than in the improvement m this class

beyond question what can be done by good regulations steadily persevered m. 
county, the largest in extent in Ireland, and in which the bridewells are most numerous 
and most distant from the county town, the whole discipline is carried on in its most 
minute details, under the direct orders of the Board ; deficiencies of all kinds and want ot 
repairs are ascertained and completed by them. The dietary is kept to the lowest practi- 
cable amount of expense; the officers trained, and the routine conducted in its daily 
course under checks from the central Board in Cork, which cannot be evaded. 

Thus has the largest county in which the greatest difficulties were to be contended with, 
put forward an example, the effect of which has been to us an invaluable support in our

The county of Cork very much owe the success of their bridewell system to one regu- 
lation which originated in this county. The bridewell keepers are regularly trained m t e 
county gaol; they are required to attend on the Board periodically in Cork. On these 
occasions a strict examination takes place, by reference to reports and personal inquiry 
into the manner in which the duties have been perfomied in each bridewell; arid, in e 
event of any neglect of duty or just complaint, the officer in fault is remanded to the 
county gaol for further instruction and trial. . . _ . . . , 

The bridewells have been all built since the passing of the existing Prison Acts, and 
therefore all afford accommodation for keepers, as well as yards and day-rooms, wun a 
sufficient number of night cells for male and female prisoners.

City of Cork Gaol. 

Although this prison has called for a favourable report for several years past a very 

marked improvement in the system has been effected since my last inspection. ’ ^ 

The Board of Superintendence have introduced many important improvements, by which 
the distribution of duty, and consequently the whole interior discipline, has undergone 
a great change for the better. The extension of the issue of clothing, the removal of die 
gaol guard, and their employment in class duties, the uniform for turnkeys, now 12 in 
number, have been the work of the last year. The quantum of work has also much in- 
creased ; the labour of the tread-wheel is conducted with regularity, and on the whole the 
gaol of the city of Cork may now be considered as a most respectable and well-conducted 
public establishment ; the continued effective zeal of the local inspector renders his services 
most valuable to the Board. The female side of this prison consists of four classes : this 
branch has been for many years very satisfactory in the city gaol, and it still holds its 
place as a very well-regulated and creditable female department. 

The matron has resigned and been replaced since last inspection ; the women are clothed 
and employed in knitting, plain work, and washing for the whole gaol. 



City of Cork Bridewell. 

THIS place of temporary confinement is kept in good order, and every thing supplied 
which the Prison Act prescribed. 

Convict Penitentiary, Cork. 

I rooND this prison in a cleanly and regular state, notwithstanding that the house was 
extremely full. The regulations are well carried into effect by the manager, Mr. Murphy; 
the dietary good and economical, and the prisoners kept steadily to work. The state of 
the penitentiary on the day of inspection was as follows ;

Those of the few male prisoners that are able to work are employed at breaking stones, 
repairing shoes, and house work. The female prisoners are employed making clothing for 
male and female convicts on embarkation for New South Wales, knitting socks and 
stockings, and making quilts, &c., whitewashing, making and remaking mattrasses, pick- 
ing hair,_washing and repairing the bedding and clothing, cooking, pumping water, attend- 
ing the sick, &c. A school is provided for the instruction of the women and children; the 
dietary consists of soup, stirabout and potatoes ; the cost is for each, daily, 2 d. half-farthing. 
175 female convicts, 21 children, and 39 free settlers were embarked on board the Andro- 
meda convict ship, in May 1834, from this prison. 



Lunatic Asylum House of Industry. 

I rouND this asylum in the same state of good order and regularity in which it was 
reported in ^e last year. The system carried on in the district lunatic asylums through- 
out Ireland is adopted in this institution, which in extent is greater than any of that class, 
it providing for the insane of every description in the county and city of Cork.

Private Lunatic Asylums. 

I VISITED the asylums kept by Drs. Osburne and Bull, for private lunatic patients. 
The numbers on the day of inspection were :

County of Galway Gaol. 

I FOUND this gaol in a high state of order and cleanliness; the supplies prescribed by 
the Act of Parliament for the support and comfort of the prisoners regularly afforded ; the 
routine of duty carried on with much precision and regularity,, and on the wliole the system 
much improved since the period of my last inspection. 

The important situation of local inspector has since become vacant, and much benefit to 
the county is likely to result from the services of the gentleman who has been appointed, 
and who seems to possess every qualification. 

The work of tlie prisoners on the male side is still confined to stone-breaking, which is, 
however, actively carried on. The Grand Jury have contracted for the erection of the tread- 
wheel, with machinery attached, for the purpose of applying the power to a profitable 
object, and it is the intention of the Board of Superintendence to take active measures for 
the introduction of trades into their system, the success and advantages of which have been 
satisfactorily proved in some of our county gaols. The governor and subordinate officers 
are active and zealous, and tlie prison promises to attain to a high rank among the establish- 
ments of the same class. It is recommended that the issue of prison dresses should be 
made general throughout the classes. The female department is placed under a competent 
matron and assistant, and well attended to ; the females are instructed in reading, and kept 
steadily to useful works. 

In several particulars in which defects were pointed out by Major Palmer in bis last 
Report, th^ have been corrected. The tread-wheel and solitary cells have been provided 
for. The noard have determined to erect a kitchen and the cooking apparatus necessary 
to introduce a mixed diet, by which a very important saving will be effected. ‘ 

The Board of Superintendence have ttien the necessary measures for commencing an 
active control over the bridewells of the county, as is more fully explained in the Report 
on those prisons. There is still one serious defect in the management of the county gaol ; 
there is no male school, a vital deficiency scarcely to be found in any instance throughout 
our inspection. On the whole, the inspection of this gaol has been highly satisfactory ; and 
tliere is every promise that it will still become more so. 

Bridewells of the County of Galway. 

IT would be a painful duty to report upon the manner in which these prisons have been 
conducted, if there was not a prospect that this branch of the system of prison discipline, 
in the county of Galway, is likely soon to assume a very different character. We have 
pomted out in several reports that it is impossible to secure the proper management of 
uiese detached places of confinement, unless the following regulations (or others equivalent 
systematically observed and enforced. 

1st. That the whole control is kept in the immediate hands of the Board of Superin- 
e'-dence of the county gaol. 

f f repairs and expenses are ordered and checked by the Board ; and all articles, 

junnture and necessaries are supplied from the county gaol. The quarterly returns 
. ^fictly confined to the supplies of food, fuel and straw.

That their attendance on the Board at the county gaol is required at least twice in 
the purpose of examination and of checking their lists, and supplying

way ; and the results will be found most important. 

The following bridewells require no additional building; they afford separate day-rootos 
and yards to male and female prisoners, with a sufficient number of cells, viz. : ^ 

Loughrea. Eyrecourt. 

Tuam. Clifden, 

The prison at Eyrecourt is only now given up by the contractor. The bridewell at 
Gort is wholly insufficient ; and Gort being a quarter sessions town, it is necessary that 
a suitable prison should be built. The bridewell at BalUnasloe is equally unfit to receive 
the prisoners committed; and although quarter sessions are not held m that town, it is 
clearly a place of such importance that it should be recommended to the Lord Lieutenant 
as a proper site for a bridew’ell under the 91st sect, of the Prison Act : the present place of 
confinement should not under any circumstances be continued. 

It is recommended to the Grand Jury to add to the accommodation at Woodford, accord- 
ing to the plan already submitted to them. 

If the whole of these suggestions should be acted upon, the bridewell system of Galway 
would be on a par with that of the counties of Cork, Kerry and others, who have taken up 
the subject systematically, with a view fully to meet the intentions of the Legislature, and 
to rest the good keeping of the bridewells on system, and not on chance, or on the views 
of bridewell keepers wholly ignorant of their duty. 

The cost of all the buildings proposed at Gort, Ballinasloe and Woodford, would amount 
to about 2,000 L, to be levied by half-yearly presentments of 50 L each, and they would 
complete the system of the county. 

Town of Galway Gaol. 

THE new addition to this prison not being as yet completed, although in great forward- 
ness, it would not be doing justice to the officers to report its present state further than to 
say, that as much is done by the governor to promote order and regularity as circumstances 
will admit. Little, however, can be accomplished without room, with very defective furni- 
ture, and no means of classification among the male prisoners. 

There is no matron on the female side. A female turnkey is employed. 

It is the intention of the Board to establish a good system in the new prison ; and the 
governor is an officer very competent to conduct it with advantage' to the public. 

District Lunatic Asylum, Ballinasloe. 

THIS extensive asylum has only been furnished and brought into operation within the 
last year. It is intended to contain 150 patients ; and the local commissioners are disposed 
to make provision for the admission of additional cases (not exceeding half that number) 
of incurable mania, idiots, and epileptic patients. The following was the state of the insti- 
tution as reported on the day of inspection :

County of Kerry Gaol. 

1 AM happy to confirm the favourable report made of this prison by Major Palmer in 
the last year. I have long observed the gradual improvement of each year, under the 
mana»eraent of the.Board of Superintendence, aided by the zealous and valuable services 
of the local inspector, the Rev. Mr. -Hurly, whose exertions have been unwearied under 
jnore and less favourable circumstances. The establishment' has now attained a high rank 
amonv our county gaols ; the cleanliness and order are striking ; the economy of the 
public money, the arrangement of the interior, and manner of keeping the books, very 
creditable to^ the officers ; the prisoners are kept to work, too much, however, limited to 
breaking stones. On this point I have had a communication with the inspector and 
ffovernor which I trust will lead to the gradual introduction of trades on a more 
extended scale. Every exertion should be made on this essential point, success or failure in 
which very much fixes the value and effectiveness of a governor, on whom it must prin- 
cipally depend. 

The state of the female prison has been long creditable to this county, and the matron 
isfully deserving of the confidence of the Grand Jury ; the females are in a state of order 
scarcely credible under the very disadvantageous circumstances under which she is placed, 
and the difficulties she has to surmount ; there being but one day-room, and yard with six 
cells, for a number varying from 30 to 40 prisoners. 

It would be very easy to remedy this great and distressing want, by adding to the length 
of the female prison, and cutting off a portion of the yard now belonging to the class of 
males next adjoining. 

Since the last inspection the tread-wheel has been put into order, and attached to water- 
works. A steam-kitchen and laundry, and other useful works, have been completed. 

Bridewells of the County of Kerry. 

I HAVE had another communication with the Board of Superintendence on the indis- 
pensable necessity of their taking under their more immediate care the bridewells of the 
county. The Grand Jury have liberally provided eight new and effective buildings in the 
bridewell stations of the county, have furnished them in the best manner, and in every 
respect have done their part to give complete effect to the humane provisions of the 
Prison Act, sect. By that Act these prisons are' committed to the care of the Board of 
Superintendence. Although the appointment of the gaol officers of the county (including 
the gaol in the county town, and these detached branches of the sheriff’s gaol,) is in the 
high sheriff, the training, regulating and locally allotting these officers is in the hands of 
ihe Board ; and experience has proved, that nothing can so much tend to the improvement 
of bridewell-keepers as the apprehension that their station is not fixed, but dependent^ on 
the state of their prisons ; it keeps up a constant recollection that they are responsible 
public officers. On these subjects the Board are in possession of our views ; and I do not 
hesitate to say, that unless a more defined system is adopted without delay, the expecta- 
tions of the Grand Jury will be disappointed. We shall not fail to supply to the Board the 
forms necessary for placing this part of their charge upon a right footing. 

I have inspected all the bridewells, and now only think it necessary to enumerate them, 
placing them in priority of order, according to the comparative good state in which I found 
them:-!!. Dingle; Castle Island ; 3-_ Listowell ; 4. Miltown; 5. Cahirseveeo; 6. Tar- 
bert; 7. Kenmare; 8. Killarney. . ' 

I have nothing particular to suggest in consequence of the defects which I saw, they 
can be easily made to yield to system ; and I have every confidence that a sound and 
working system will be speedily established. 



County of Kilkenny Gaol. 

I FOUND this prison much improved in its general state of order and cleanliness since 
the period of our last Report ; but in the most essential particulars, the defects of the 
establishment remain uncorrected. It is necessary to report our opinion of the evils which 
arise from the mixed association of criminals both by day and night; and although the 
state of the gaol is, to a certain extent, relieved by the removal of a certain class 
0 the house of correction, the numbers who remain in the county gaol are still beyond the 
Cleans of accommodation. Under such circumstances, it is impossible to afford to the 
prisoners confined any of those advantages of solitude by night, employment by day, 
®°®^tiial classification, on which all the valuable parts of prison discipline are founded, 
the class in the house of correction are necessarily removed from the superintendence of 
e governor, and are placed in two large dormitories ; while the want of room in, and archi- 
0 Ural defects of, the county gaol place the great mass of the prisoners in almost equally 
isadvantageous circumstances. They are crowded together at night, the work-rooms are

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South converted into dormitories, and the day-rooms are so cut off from the yards, that while rt 

District. prisoners in all modern gaols have constant access to them for air and exercise bv theit 

« ’ contiguity to the day-rooms, the classes of Kilkenny can only be taken to their airi 

yards for a limited number of hours during the day, and are at other times locked ud i 
their confined and now crowded day-rooms, and there left in a state of total idleness tl! 
corrupt one another. There appear to be no effectual means by which the Grand Jurv 
. of this county can accomplish the_ truly important object of placing their county gaol unon 
a par with the well regulated portion of prisons of that class, or of introducing a moral 
system of government, but by building an addition upon an improved plan. ^ ‘ 

The neighbouring county of Tipperary have now added a house of correction on the 
radiating plan, to their county gaol, which was similarly circumstanced. The gaols at 
Kilkenny and Clonmel having been so much more commodious than those of other couniies 
•when a general movement took place on the subject in the year 1821, they were not 
included in the number of those in which new buildings were proposed; but being since 
found totally inadequate to the numbers confined, as well as being built upon a plan which 
makes no provision for giving effect to an improved system, as laid clown in the present 
Acts relating to prison and prison discipline, it is now strongly recommended to the Grand 
Jury to adopt a similar course to that adopted by the Grand Jury of Tipperary, to abandon 
the temporary house of correction, which is totally unfit for the purpose, and to build one 
on an effective plan, which will not be found to be a very heavy expense; the amount is 
raised by 40 half-yearly presentments, and exclusive of the moral benefit arising from such 
a measure, it is to be considered how much the cost may be replaced by a diminution of 
the number of committals, which could not but follow, from a change from idleness to well 
regulated work in the county gaol. _ 

. The female side of this prison is extremely well conducted, under a very competent 
matron, •who instructs the women in reading, and keeps them well employed in useful 
work. The accommodation, however, allotted to the females is quite inadequate, ^ere 
being but one day-room, conseq^uently no classification; a defect particularly injurious in 
a female prison. Nothing can be more distressing than to see modest females, who may 
be innocent of any crime, mixed with those of infamous character ; the disadvantage is, as 
much as possible, counteracted by the care and atieution of the matron. 

House of Correction. 

THIS building is wholly unfit for the purpose to which it is now applied, as appears by 
my report on the county gaol; it consists of four large rooms, two of which are used’as 
day-rooms, and two as dormitories. I found the house clean and regular. 

IdOiatic Asylum. 

THIS asylum is used jointly by the county and city of Kilkenny ; it contained on the day 
of inspection 25 patients; the accommodation is insufficient, and the continuance of such 
places of confinement objectionable ; and it is to be hoped that provision will be made in 
the district asylum for all classes of the insane. I found this asylum clean and regular. 

Sridewell at Tkomastoum. 

THIS small prison contains legal accommodation, there being a separate yard and day- 
room, as well as night cells for male and female prisoners. I found it clean, and in good 
order. 



Cit^ of Kilkenny Gaol. 

THIS small and badly constructed prison is kept clean and hi good order; the prisoners 
are few in number. The principal inconvenience which appeared on the day of inspection, 
in consequence of want of room, was the bad description of accommodation for the female 
class ; and if some better arrangement cannot be made for them, it will be impossible to 
avoid building ; it is now intended to convert to their use a large room on the basement 
floor. 

The work of breaking stones is still carried on with diligence and good effect, as the 
stones are used by the corporation for the streets of the city, and thus an indirect profit 
arises. Some allowance (say one penny per day) ought to be allowed for their labour to 
those prisoners who are only sentenced to imprisonment ; it is their legal right, and a di^ 
tinction should be made between those who are, and those who are not sentenced to hard 
labour. It would reader the prison much less objectionable if the privies could be closed, 
and others erected in the yards ; the prison cannot otherwise be rendered healthful ; at 
present the air must be unwholesome. 



' . Kin^s County Gaol. 

THIS distinguished county gaol has advanced in the establishment of the best prin- 
ciples of prison discipline since the last favourable report made upon it. . . 

It affords one of those gratifying proofs which we have had of the success which attena 
the labours of well chosen and active Boards of Superintendence, 
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The hicfhest authorities in this county devote a considerable portion of their time and 
IS attention to the management of the county gaol, by which they add practical 
^kilTto their weight and influence: they also receive very efficient aid from the local '■ 

'"^^Tlamore caol is now a scene of exact discipline, order, cleanliness, and active industry. 
Th^ 'floard have turned their attention much within the last years to the introduction of 
- f 1 trades by means of which a prisoner is discharged not only trained to industrious 
Tbits but enabled to earn a livelihood. This is an advantage of the first importance, and 
lichia not derived from the mere employment of stone-breaking, to which the work in 
”risons has been heretofore too much confined. Nothing can be more necessary than to 
P the inmates of gaols in the latter until a better system can be introduced ; but we 
have strongly urged upon the different counties the superior advantage of aiming at a more 
rofitable mode of applying their work, more with a view to the intei’ests of the prisoners 
than to any reimbursement to the county for the expense of their support which may be 
expected for some time. 

There are at present several looms at work ; the amount of manufacture has been con- 
siderable; tailors, shoemakers and carpenters are at work, and employed to instruct the 
nrisouers in their respective trades; and the progress of this the leading principle of prison 
Siscipline is very satisfactory. 

The female prison is well conducted under a competent matron ; at present the accom- 
modation is very limited, the females being confined to the house which had been intended 
exclusively for a female hospital. It is, however, satisfactory that a portion of the body of 
the prison is now in preparation to receive the greater part of them, leaving only the apart- 
ments for the matron, debtors, and sick in the distinct building. The progress of improve- 
ment in the school is gratifying ; and it has been suggested by us to the Board of Superin- 
tendence to assemble the classes during school hours in the compartments in the chapel, 
preserving a complete separation ; by this arrangement, the whole force of teachers can be 
bought to act in concert, superintended by tbe schoolmaster, and much interest would 
be excited by the assistance of tbe superior officers : the advantages of this system will be 
found in the diligence and progress of the learners. 



Par&o'iistown Bridewell. 

I FOUND this prison in a cleanly and creditable state, and have had reason to report 
favourably upon it since the appointment of the present inspector and keeper. It is 
a district bridewell, but the prisoners are not kept in it as long as is prescribed by the 
Prison Act. 

It is a question whether since the completion of the county gaol at Tallamore, it is for 
tbe public service that the bridewell should remain as a district one. 

It is a description of prison only to be found in two counties. King’s and Wicklow ; and 
it requires much additional care if properly carried on, and is at best a bad substitute for 
a well conducted county prison. 

If the accommodation at Tullamore is sufficient for the county, it would be expedient 
to withdraw the warrant which establishes this prison as a district one. If it is not suffi- 
cient and requires aid, it would be right to extend the imprisonment in Parsonstown to all 
persons sentenced within the district, whose sentences do not exceed four months,, and 
even to assize cases in the event of crowding, &c. (Geo. 4, c. 74, s. 92.) 



County of liimerick Gaol. 

THIS county gaol, which took the lead of ail others in the introduction of sound prin- 
ciples of prison discipline, carried on in a building which aftords those architectural 
advantages so necessary to due classification and inspection, has much advanced in its 
system within the last two years, and has now arrived at a very high state of improve- 
ment; iu particular we notice with great satisfaction tbe efforts which have been made by 
the intelligent governor (under the directions of the Board of Superintendence,) to pro- 
mote instruction in various trades, by means of which the prisoners are not only now 
profitably employed, but are put in the way to earn their livelihood on their discharge 
from prison. The following distribution of work, as it stood on the day of inspection, 
will snow the present progress of this important object.

We have no doubt from the success which has already attended this branch of prison 
that still more encouraging results will appear at our next inspection, 
hi' h can be more satisfactory than tbe general cleanliness and order of the esta- 
uhment, or more correct than the manner of keeping the books or distribution of duty, 
fison dresses are issued to the tried classes of the male prisoners.

Brid&selh of the County of Limerick, 

FOR many years our exertions in this particular branch of our inspection were d' 
to the abolishing unnecessary bridewells, and completing 'those which were to 
procuring presentments either for new buildings or for rendering the old ones 
This object (with a few cases of exception) is now accomplished; furniture 
bedding are now also universally supplied. The remaining defects are attributable to 
cause, viz., that the bridewells are not taken in charge by the Boards of Superiutende*^"^ 
(as the Act directs) with the same attention, and consequently not with the same effe t°*^* 
is the county gaol. Bridewells ought to move by a system uniform throughout a councv'^ 
they ought to be under regularly trained officers (proportioned to the extent of dulie«l’ 
under constant checks, and kept in as good order as the county gaol. Of the comnlet 
success of such a system we can produce striking examples in the most extensive coun- 
ties ! the object is therefore attainable. There are two ways in which we have seen it 
effected ; the 'first (and best), is by the direct control of the Board ; by irainino- the keepers 
in the county gaol; by reijuiring their appearance periodically before the Board, and bv 
rendering their local situation dependant on the state of their prisons, removing those who 
are unfit to act alone, into the county gaol. 

The second plan is to throw all responsibility upon the governor of the county gaol, to 
appoint him governor of all the prisons in the county, and to consider the bridewell 
keepers as a part of his turnkeys, removable from one place to another, as he may see fit 
The well known zeal of the Board of Superintendence at Limerick, and character of the 
governor, will ensure success to either of these arrangements. 

I submit them to the Board, and can from experience assure them, that so long as the 
keeper of the bridewell is in each case a person belonging to the town in which his charge 
is situated, untrained in prison discipline, fixed in one station, and not kept under the con. 
linual check of a general system, it is vain to expect that he will not become careless or 
corrupt, and that tne bridewell will fall into decay and disorder. 

There are now six prisons of this class in the county of Limerick, at Br’uff, Croora, 
Raihkeale, Glynn, Kilfinnan, Newcastle. ' 

■ It is needless to make special reports upon them ; I have inspected them all. The sup- 
plies are made according to law, and there is nothing wanting to afford a due degree of 
comfort to the prisoners, but in inspecting each of these, the evident marks of the want of 
an uniform system formed a very discouraging contract with those effects of an active uni- 
form system, which are to be seen in the neighbouring counties, throughout the whole of 
their bridewells. 



District Lunatic Asylum at Limerick, 

THIS institution has been distinguished for its good management since the establish- 
ment of district lunatic asylums, of which it was the second in operation ; nothing can be 
more satisfactory or more gratifying to the effective Board of Local Commissioners and to 
the counties which contribute to its support, than the state of the house, as well as the 
successful results which are shown in the attainment of the great object for which such 
institutions are intended. The Limerick asylum at an early period drew from us the most 
favourable reports, and it has advanced every year. I had the advantage of attending at 
a meeting of the Board, and felt thankful for their readiness to communicate with me, as 
well as much struck by the anxiety manifested by every member fijr the interests of tha 
asylum. 

Tbe building is on a larger scale than any other of the district asylums, with the excep- 
tion of that at Ballynasloe; it is fitted to receive 150 patients, and the Board are now 
adding accommodation for 71 incurable cases.

City of Limerick Gaol. 

SINCE the Report made by Major Palmer on this gaol in the last year, the principal 
defect pointed out by him, viz., the want of employment for prisoners, has been to a great 
extent corrected, and the tried classes are now all employed in stone-breaking, for which 
there will be a demand for the repairs of the streets of the city ; this has produced a very 
good effect in those classes, but there being no legal distinction with respect to work 
between the tried and untried classes, it is to be hoped that general employment, the most 
effectual object in prison discipline, will be adopted. 

The Board of Superintendence have made many salutary regulations since my last 
inspection of the prison, and I am happy to report a very striking improvement ; their 
regulations are acted upon with continued zeal and effect by the, local inspector. 

1 visited the gaol in July, and apin in the month of December, and within that time 
found a o-rest improvement in the female class. 

The women are partially employed, but I submit to the Board the importance of future 
exertion in this department. 

I should particularly recommend to the Board the adoption of a regular system of bye- 
laws. The efficiency of their present inspector, and attention of the governor recently 
appointed, to a great degree counteract the evils arising from want of a defined rule for , 
every part of the duties of the gaol ; but without a body of regulations embracing every 
department, it is impossible that the discipline of the prison can. be carried on to advantage. 

The economy observed in this establishment is very creditable to the authorities. I was 
particularly struck with the management of the fuel ; the apartments are particularly well 
warmed by the erection of stoves, and at an expense much below that of any other prison ; 
the extreme cleanliness of the prison, and of the utensils used for the prisoners of the 
classes are very striking, and on the whole the inspection of the city gaol has been very 
satisfactory. 



County of Mayo Gaol. 

THE new prison of this county is not yet occupied, which I had every reason to expect 
would have taken place long since, from the forward state of the buildings at the time of 
my last inspection. The death of the contractor, and some difficulties respecting new fur- 
niture have caused the delay, these may be remedied at the spring assizes, so that the 
prisoners can be removed immediately after, . _ . 

A reference to our former Reports will show the absolute necessity of at once occupying 
the new gaol. In addition to the total want of accommodation in the old prison, I have 
now to report that it is going fast to decay ; the rain is admitted through the roof of the 
gaol, the house of correction, and of the rooms occupied by the sick. The blankets and 
furniture are much worn, and quantities of glass broken in the sleeping apartments. 

There were 158 prisoners confined on the day of ^inspection, and as much order and 
cleanliness existed as was practicable under existing circumstances. Legal classification 
is necessarily abandoned, and no employment afforded for males or females. The school- 
master attends the classes in turn. , . j ■ u u 

The diet of the prisoners is economically provided of good quality, and sefved with much 
regularity ; no complaints were made by the prisoners ; every thing connected with the duties 
of the officers in each department is attended to, so far as circumstances render practicable ; 
it is therefore reasonable to conclude that in the new gaol, and with a better field, the dis- 
cipline of the prison will be conducted on sound principles. To the careful arrangements 
Of Mr. Rogers, the governor, is to be attributed the order which now exists, and I found no 
reason to change my opinion, that he is a zealous, active and intelligent officer. 

The lunatics have been removed to the asylum at Ballynasloe. I visited the new gaol, 
arid minutely inspected it ; there is not any reason, which I am am- aware of, to prevent its 
being occupied in the spring ; and m every respect it appears -to be well executed, and a 
creditable establishment for this extensive county.

patent and correct ofBcer. 



Queen’e County Gaol. 

I HAD much satisfaction in the inspection. of this gaol, which has certainly advanced 
very much since my last visit, and is regulated upon the true principles of prison discipline 
Throughout there is an effective system of moral^ government ; the prisoners are humanely 
treated, kept steadily to work, and instructed with much care ; the rule of silence during 
work hours is nearly completed. The schools are conducted with much regularity, and the 
progress satisfactory. The Board of Superiniendepce take a lively interest in the good 
government of the prison, and are most systematic in their attendance. They are well sup- 
ported by the local inspector and governor. 

It is extremely gratifying in this and others of the best class of our county gaols to 
observe the extent to which the introduction of useful trades has been effected, and how 
few comparatively are employed in breaking stones, and other modes of labour, which 
(however useful both from the value of the materials manufactured, and as a means of pre- 
venting idleness) do not communicate to the prisoner any mechanic skill whereby he may 
be enabled to earn a future livelihood. On the day of inspection the gaol contained 128 
prisoners, of whom but 23 were unemployed, and that small number consisted of master 
debtors, persons supporting themselves, and not liable to prison labour, and sick, so that 
every person who was subject to such a regulation was actually at work in strict conformity 
with the provisions of the Prison Act, sect. 104. There are several looms at work; tailor- 
ing and shoemaking are also among the employments provided for the males. The 
females are engaged in washing and plain work. 

Among the observations made by Major Palmer in his last Report, it is suggested that 
prison dresses should be introduced as a general system. We can add nothing to what we 
have said on this subject in our 12th Report (page 13), to which we would intreat the 
attention of the Board, and we leave it in their hands. 

The Board of Superintendence have within the last year turned their serious attention 
to the too generally neglected subject of the bridewells of tlie county. They have esta- 
blished excellent regulations, and actively commenced the most decided measures to 
enforce discipline and order in these detached prisons. The county will find the beneficial 
effects of this arrangement. It will be found necessary to persevere in requiring periodi- 
cally a personal communication between the Board and the bridewell keepers, and to 
remove those who are not effective to the county gaol. 



District Lunatic Asylum, Maryborough. 

I FOUND this asylum in that very creditable state of order and cleanliness which has so 
distinguished the institutions of this class. Bye-laws have been established by the Board 
of Local Commissioners since my last inspection, which are carried into effect under the 
care of the physician and moral superintendent. 

The state of the asylum, submitted on the day of inspection, was as follows :

The male patients are generally employed in trenching and cultivating the ground for 
tatoes and other vegetables, which gives ample employment; they are occasionally 
gpgaged in.pounding free stone, pumping and carrying coals, &c.

Sridewel/s. 

Nothing could be more gratifying than to see the great change which has taken 
place in the management of the bridewells at Abbeyleix, Borris-in-Ossory and Stradbally ; 
they now present moat complete miniatures of a well-regulated county gaol, and fully 
realize the expectations which I had formed from the active exertions of the Board of 
Superintendence, and do great credit to the governor-of the county gaol, under whose care 
they are all placed- 



County ofTifftravy Gaol and House of Correction. 

SINCE the period of my last Report the house of correction has been given up to the 
county ; and although it was not furnished completely at the time of my inspection, or 
occupied, the operations of the Board of Superintendence had actively commenced. I had 
several opportunities of communicating with the Board, and have the satisfaction to 
think, that in this county gaol a complete change will take place ; and that, by the 
arrangements in progress, and the introduction of useful employment for the prisoners, it 
will rank among the many valuable establishments of this class, increasing in number every 
year, which are within our inspection. 

In my last Report I made the following observation, and I cannot too strongly urge the 
serious consideration of the principles therein suggested : — “ The total want of employ- 
ment, and of any effective system of interior regulation, deprive the county of any good 
effect which can arise from the improved system of prison discipline. The prisoners enjoy 
all the comforts which the law prescribes, and which can tend to render a gaol attractive ; 
good beds, good food, &c. &c. ; and are not subject to the counteracting influence of a. 
life of labour, strict discipline, comparative solitude, which the law equally enjoins, and 
which are introduced in other gaols. 

“ These vital defects in the system, this partial administration of the law, tending to 
the encouragement of crime, will, it is to be hoped, be remedied on the opening of the 
house of correction.” i. i,- i. 

I am now gratified in reporting, that there is an encouraging prospect that this hope 
will be realized. An active commencement has been made in the introduction of trades 
in the house of correction. The Board have directed that the wooden furniture for the 
day-rooms, the prison dresses and shoes, shall be supplied by the labour of the prisoners, 
under the direction of an officer appointed for that purpose ; and a very favourable pr<^~ 
pect now presents itself of rendering the discipline of the prison and management or the 

prisoners an important instrument of good to the county. . , • v 

The female prison requires much attention; the Board have acquiesced m the 
diency of issuing uniform dresses to all the female prisoners. They are now partially 
employed in worTi and washing, but. on the occupation of the new female prison an oppor- 
tunity will be afforded for placing the system of regulation for the female department 
on a good footing. This is an object of peculiar importance, as no class have benefited 
so much by the effect of a good system in our best conducted gaols. A female turnkey 
is wanted. 

Bridewells. 

the bridewells of the county of Tipperary are not, even at this late period, as yet 
brought under any regular system of discipline or order; the Board of Superintendence 

not having included them in the objects of their attention. i • i. • 

By the provisions of the Prison Act, the same responsibility and control which is 
given to the Board with respect to the county gaol is extended over the whole or the 
prisons of the county, of whatever class ; and so interwoven are the powers and quties ot 
the Board with the details contained in the various enactments of the statute, that it is 
most inconvenient, nay, scarcely possible, to make arrangements to secure the competence 
and good conduct of the officers, or the order and repairs of the prisons, if the Board do 
not act. A system of bye-laws (a form of which has been submitted to the Board) is as 
necessary for the government of the bridewells as for the county gaol; and it is to be 
hoped that, when the Board have completed their arrangements in the latter, they will 
direct their attention to the bridewells. This has been done with the most entire success 
>n many .southern counties. ,

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It is not necessary to repeat a description of these prisons specially; they are ali 
defective in those things which a general system alone can effect. The bridewell keepers 
are appointed and placed in charge without auy previous training, and no system arraiieed 
lor upholding the buildings, which have heretofore depended upon the inspections of the 
iuspectors-general. The duties are unequally done, according to the intelligence and 
attention of the keepers, left to themselves, liie local inspection of the prisoners of this 
class being placed in the hands of the clergy, without any remuneration, it cannot be sup- 
posed that more can be gained by their appointment than an occasional inspection and 
faithful certificate as to the correctness of the returns. 

I have often expressed that the public are much indebted to the parochial clergy for 
their attention to this duty ; but it must be obvious that the superintendence of a Board 
in which is vested the whole control of discipline and expenditure, must be indispensable 
to the maintenance of any effectual system. 

I found the bridewells at Roscrea, Thurles, Cashel, New Birmingham, Clogheen, Nenagh 
Templemore, in a state creditable to the keepers under existing circumstances. ® ’ 

The following I found most deficient in every respect: — 1. Tipperary; 2. Newport- 
3, Caber ; 4. Borrisikane. 

The two latter in particular (tliree and four) present two out of the very few remainiiia- 
instances of prisons scarcely emerged from that melancholy state in which they were 
represented to Parliament prior to the passing of the present laws relating to prisons 
in Ireland. 



County of Waterford Gaol. 

-NO alteration has taken place in the county gaol, with the exception of a great in- 
crease in the number of the committals; to such an extent, that the number of in mates 
on the day of inspection amounted to double the number of the cells. This evil is con- 
sidered 08 of a temporary nature, the number of persons committed being attributed to a 
state of things in the county which it is hoped will subside. 

I found the prison clean and orderly, and the prisoners supplied with every thing 
required by law, except prison dresses, which are only used in cases of necessity ; this is, 
in our opinion, a defect, but not of so much consequence as it would be in an institution 
in which an active system of industry is intfoduced. 

In this gaol, in which work is not provided, there is a double call for a good school, in 
order to keep the inmates from the evils of total idleness, and to afford some advantage 
from their imprisonment. 

Bridewells of the County of Waterford. 

Dungarvan. 

THIS is an extensive bridewell, lately built and attached to a court-house; it contains 
keeper’s apartments, with separate yards, day-rooms and cells for male and female prisoners ; 
it is kept m good order, and is supplied with every thing which the law requires for the 
accommodation of the prisoners. 

Lismore. 

THIS is a small inconvenient prison, which does not contain the accommodation which 
the Prison Act requires ; there are separate rooms for male and female prisoners, with a fire- 
place in each, so that a prisoner suffers no personal hardship during a very short confine- 
ment.

City of Waterford Gaol. 

THIS gaol is defective in employment and instruction of prisoners, but contains ample 
accommodation for the number confined ; it also bas the advantage of sending certain 
classes of males, with the whole of the females, to the house of correction. The prison is 
extremely clean. 

House of- Correction. 

THIS prison contains four classes, two being of females, which include the whole of 
committed to the city gaol ; they are kept to useful work, and instructed by a competen 
matron ; the females are uniformly clotlied, and their system in every way satisfatffory. 

The few male prisoners sentenced to hard labour, and soldiers under sentence ” 

martial, are on the male side, on which there is a tread-wheel ; the former are clotlied y 
the city. The whole of this house of correction is in a state of good order and grea 
cleanliness. 

Lunatic Wards, House of Industry, 

THIS branch of the house of industry is conducted as well as circumstances 
the patients are treated with attention to their wants and personal kindness, and the 
are clean and orderly. It is unnecessary, however, to observe that no attempt can be ma 
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at the cure of lunacy, under however able or anxious medical care, without those advan- South 

ta-^es which such an asylum does not afford. And I am happy to report the forward state District.

County of Wexford Gaol. 

I FOUND this gaol in every respect much improved; and although I had observed in 
my report on other gaols on the Leinster Circuit, that the prisons of that district were 
inferior to those in other parts of our inspection, yet it appears to be the intention of the 
Board of Superintendence of this county to make exertions to improve the system of prison 
discipline, according to better models, and particularly to introduce profitable labour, and 
to instruct the prisoners in trades. 

The mere accomplishment of order and cleaiiliness, with a supply of the food and neces- 
saries prescribed by the Prison Act, does not meet the requirements of the law, and as 
long as prisoners enjoy the advantage of -regulations which so obviously minister to their 
comfort, without being subjected to the active labour and steady course of moral govern- 
raent, which the Act equally requires and the interests of the public demand,' so lont^ 
must prisons tend to. injure those who are committed by rendering them attractive, and 
thus encouraging and increasing the amount of crime in the-countiy; whereas there is no 
prison so unpleasant to licentious and vicious minds as a well conducted county gaol, which 
adds to that decency and reasonable comfort which they know not bow to estimate the, 
to them, painful restraints of labour, school, and solitary nights, with a rule of silence at 
their work by day. 

The male prisoners are now partially employed in stone-breaking, but no progress has 
been as yet made in the instruction of the prisoners in trades. I have urged on the Boafd 
the importance of introducing this system; it would produce much moral good, .would be 
a lasting benefit to the inmates, it would produce activity and zeal on the part of the officers, 
and would effectually guard the institution against those abuses which will otherwise 
inevitably creep in, and which did form the subject of our inquiry at the period of my last 
inspection. 

The female prison is well regulated in a separate and well arranged building, and under 
a competent matron ; the females are instructed in reading, and kept steadily to work ; and 
the inspection of this part of the establishment is very satisfactory. 

I had the advantage of a long conference with the Board of Superintendence, and have 
no doubt that another year will raise 'W^exford gaol in the comparative scale of effectiveness 
among our county gaols. 

Bridewell at New Ross. 

NO change has taken place in this pnson ; it contains complete separation for the sexes. 
With distinct yards, d^-rooms and cells ; it would, however, be in a much more satisfactory 
state than it is if the fioard of Superintendence of the county gaol should take the prisons 
of this class more directly into their own hands, and should introduce the system of'training 
the bridewell keepers, and rendering the system of bridewells uniform. 

Gorey. 

THIS small prison has always been kept in a most creditable state, and has' not suffered 
from want of a general system, the keeper being a very steady and competent officer, 
whose attention to his duty has met our entire approbation at all times. 

Enniscorthy. 

THE active co-operation of Mr. Nunn and other magistrates has at length changed the 
face of this small prison, which has for many years formed a painful contrast to that at 
now contains all the accommodation and supplies which the Act requires, 
snd IS ill good order. 

Lunatic Wards, House of Industry. 

I rouND this asylum for cases not admissible into the district asylum at'Oarlow, in the 
same clean and orderly state in which it lias been always reported. It is attached to 
a good house of industry, and does credit to the humanity and efficiency of the governors 

n er whom it is regulated. The number in the lunatic wards appear in the .statements 

our general Report. 
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Counly of Wicklow Gaol, 

NO alteration of any material description has taken place in this prison since the period 
of our last inspection ; it contains accommodation sufficient for the small number orpri- 
Boners, and is kept in a cleanly and orderly state, all supplies being issued with regularity 
and according to law. The clerical and medical duties are duly performed, and the local 
inspector pays much attention to see that the existing regulations, so far as they are intro- 
duced in this establishment, are carried into effect. 

The gaol at Wicklow (as others in this part of our inspection) requires that a very great 
improvement should be made, in order to place it on a par with that higher class of prisons 
which now happily amount in number to half of our county gaols, and the number of which 
is daily increasing, the foundation of whose system lies in the constant and well directed 
employment of all classes of the prisoners, in such a manner as to become a'means of 
future support to them either at home or in the event of emigration, and the moral effects 
of which are still more valuable. This system requires a copious arrangement of bye-laws, 
diligence and skill in suggesting and procuring means of profitable labour, as well as 
officers possessing such qualifications as to be capable of appreciating and promoting such 
objects, under the constant control of the Board of Superintendence. On this subject we 
would beg the attention of the Board to our 12th Report, p. 6 ; it is in possession of the 
local inspector for their use. _ , 

It has beeu found very important to appoint a sub-coramittee of a Board, composed of 
a small number (say three, two being a quorum) who reside near to the county town, and 
would be willing to meet weekly to conduct the routine and report to the general Board. 
The female class is placed under the care of a matron and separated in two classes; they 
are employed in work and washing, and instructed by her. 

Bridewell at Baltinglas, 

THIS prison is one of two within our whole inspection which have been established as 
district bridewells, under section 92 of the Prison Act, in which prisoners within a defined 
district are detained after trial until tlie expiration of their term of imprisonment, jf the 
same shall not exceed three months. 

It contains four day-rooms and 18 cells ; it is not provided with furniture and bedding 
to the extent of the accommodation. The situation of the prison is disadvantageous, but 
it is kept clean and in good order.
